PETITION FOR EMERGENCY HEARING 
INJUNCTIVE RELIEF AND JUDICIAL REVIEW 


COMES NOW, Senator Chris McDaniel, a candidate for United States Senator, pursuant 
to Mississippi Code § 23-15-927, petitioning this Court for an emergency hearing, injunctive 
relief and judicial review and in support of this Petition would show unto the Court the 
following: 

PARTIES 


1. Chris McDaniel (“McDaniel”) is an adult resident of Ellisville, Mississippi and a 
duly qualified candidate for the Republican nominee for United States Senator. 

2. Thad Cochran (“Cochran”) is an adult resident of Oxford, Mississippi and a duly 
qualified candidate for the Republican nominee for the United States Senator. 

JURISDICTION 


3. This Court has jurisdiction of this matter pursuant to Mississippi Code § 
23-15-927. McDaniel filed a Complaint of Election Contest (hereinafter the “Complaint”) with 
the Mississippi State Republican Party Executive Committee (hereinafter “SREC”) pursuant to 
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Mississippi Code § 23-15-923, on August 4, 2014, specifically reciting the grounds upon which 
he contests the June 24, 2014 Republican Party primary runoff election for United States Senator. 
A copy of the Complaint is attached hereto as Exhibit “A.” 1 

4. The duty of the SREC under Mississippi Code § 23-15-923 is to investigate the 
Complaint, return its findings and declare the true results of the challenged primary. 

5. By letter dated August 6, 2014. the SREC Chairman notified Senator Chris 
McDaniel, through counsel, that the SREC was not going to act upon the Complaint. A copy of 
said letter is attached hereto as Exhibit “B.” 

6. Mississippi Code § 23-15-927 provides in pertinent part that: 

When and after any contest has been filed with the . . . State 
Executive Committee, and the executive committee having 
jurisdiction fails to promptly meet or, having met, fails or 
unreasonably delays to fully act upon the contest or complaint or 
fails to give with reasonable promptness the full relief required by 
the facts and the law, the contestant shall have the right forthwith 
to file in the circuit court of the county in which the irregularities 
are charged to have occurred, or, if more than one (1) county is 
involved, then in one (1) of the counties, a sworn copy of his 
protest or complaint, together with a sworn petition, setting; forth 
with particularity how the executive committee has wrongfully 
failed to act or to fully and promptly investigate or has wrongfully 
denied the relief prayed by the contest, with a prayer for a judicial 
review thereof. A petition for judicial review must be filed within 
ten (10) days after any contest or complaint has been filed with an 
executive committee. 

7. The irregularities complained of in the Complaint occurred in many of 
Mississippi’s counties, specifically including Jones County. Therefore, pursuant to § 23-15-927, 
jurisdiction and venue are proper in the Circuit Court of Jones County. 


V Attached Exhibit A includes two supplements to the August 4, 2014 filed Complaint that were given to the SREC 
as additional information from Mississippi counties received and summarized into individual affidavits. 
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8. In further compliance with § 23-15-927, the certificates of two attorneys are 
attached hereto as Exhibits “C” and “D,” and a $300 bond has been paid into the Court, 
deposited with the Circuit Clerk, by Senator Chris McDaniel. 

9. For the foregoing reasons, jurisdiction and venue are proper in the Circuit Court 
for the Second Judicial District of Jones County, Mississippi. 

PRAYER FOR INJUNCTIVE RELIEF 

10. On July 7, 2014, the SREC certified to the Mississippi Secretary of State that 
Cochran was the winner of the June 24, 2014 primary runoff election, and thereby declared to be 
the Party’s nominee for U. S. Senator. 

11. The penultimate sentence of § 23-15-927 provides: “The filing of [a] petition for 
judicial review in the manner set forth in this section shall automatically supersede and suspend 
the operation and effect of the order, ruling or judgment of the executive c ommittee appealed 
from.” 

12. Senator Chris McDaniel respectfully requests that an injunction be immediately 
entered suspending and holding in abeyance the certification of Cochran by the SREC as the 
nominee of the Party until such time as this Complaint can be heard and the relief requested 
herein granted and accomplished. 

13. Senator Chris McDaniel further requests that an injunction be immediately 
entered suspending and holding in abeyance the placement of Senator Cochran's name on the 
ballot for the General Election in November until such time as this Complaint can be heard and 
the relief requested herein granted and accomplished. 
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14. As seen in McDaniel’s election contest Complaint (Exhibit A), the election 
records held by the circuit clerks of all Mississippi’s counties regarding the June 3 and June 24. 
2014 primary elections are the primary sources of evidence of vote fraud and charges at issue in 
this proceeding. McDaniel requests that an injunction be immediately entered directing the 
circuit clerks of the State to preserve and secure all the original documentation in any way 
relating to the June 3 and June 24, 2014 primary elections. 

15. McDaniel requests any other or further injunctive relief deemed appropriate or 
necessary by the Court. 

REQUEST FOR AN IMMEDIATE HEARING 

16. McDaniel requests an immediate hearing by the Court to, (a) declare that it has 
jurisdiction to adjudicate this matter, and (b) grant the injunctive relief rec nested herein. 

17. McDaniel also requests that a trial on the merits be conducted as soon as 
practicable. 

VIOLATIONS OF ELECTION LAW 

18. The facts supporting this Petition are set forth in Exhibit A. It is adopted herein 
by this reference. 

19. Exhibit A and the foregoing paragraphs set forth with particularity how the SREC 
has wrongfully failed to act or investigate this matter and has wrongfully denied McDaniel the 
relief requested. 

20. Republican party electors were disenfranchised by the widespread violations of 
Mississippi Code § 23-15-575 allowed by the SREC and county executive committees. In 
combination with Senator Cochran’s intentional solicitation of Democrat voters to violate State 
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law, the permitted unlawful votes produced an outcome that does not express the will of 
qualified Republican party electors. 

21. When administering primary elections, the SREC and the Party’s county 
executive committees act as State election officials. Their conduct is State action, and it is their 
duty to act in accordance with State law. See Terry v. Adams , 345 U.S. 461 (1953); Smith v. 
Allwright, 321 U.S. 649 (1944). See also, Mississippi Code § 23-15-291 

22. The widespread violations of Mississippi Code § 23-15-575 allowed by the SREC 
and certain county executive committees, specifically including the worst offender Hinds County, 
constitute a substantial violation of the associational freedom of McDaniel and other members of 
the Republican Party of Mississippi protected by the First Amendment of the U. S. Constitution. 
See California Democratic Party v. Jones, 530 U.S. 567 (2000). See also Mississippi State 
Democratic Party v. Barbour , 491 F.Supp.2d 641 (N.D. Miss. 2007)(reversed on other grounds 
by 529 F.3d 538 (5 th Cir. 2008) 

23. The First Amendment protects the freedom to join together in furtherance of 
common political beliefs, which necessarily presupposes the freedom to identify the people who 
constitute the association, and to limit the association to those people. The right to associate 
includes the right not to associate. In no area is the political association’s First Amendment 
right to not associate more important than in the process of selecting its nominee. California 
Democratic Party v. Jones, 530 U.S. at 574-575. 

24. By failing to enforce Mississippi law intended to prevent such ill effects (i.e. § 
23-15-575), the Republican party executive committees have allowed (or 'ostered) vote fraud and 
irregularities to vitiate the results of the June 24 primary runoff election. The extensive vote 
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fraud, negligence and irregularities in some counties, specifically including Hinds County, 
requires that the results from those counties be removed from the count so as not to contaminate 
all other county election results. 

25. Failure of the Republican party county executive committees and circuit clerks in 
specific counties to comply with Mississippi election law destroyed the ability of Mississippi 
voters to rely on those records as an accurate report of the June 24 primary runoff election 
results. Many of the attached affidavits indicate crossover voting that occurred as well as 
mistakes regarding actual voter activity. 

26. Those failures included not keeping an accurate inventory of ballots, not keeping 
precinct election records secure and separate, not keeping ballot boxes secure, and commingling 
unlawful votes with otherwise lawful votes. 

PRAYER FOR RELIEF 

27. McDaniel respectfully requests the following relief based on the facts and law 
pleaded herein and in Exhibit A, all to be particularly proved at the trial or' this matter: 

a. that the Hinds County results from the June 24 primary runoff be 
invalidated and removed from the statewide count because of the extensive 
vote fraud and election law violations permitted by the Hinds County 
Republican executive committee; and 

b. that other counties proved to have permitted widespread vote fraud and 
violations of Mississippi election law have their results from the June 24 
primary runoff invalidated and removed from the statewide count. 
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28. When the results from such counties are removed from the statewide count, it will 
be shown that Senator Chris McDaniel is the nominee elected by the majority of the lawful 
Republican Party voters; and he requests to be so declared. 

29. In the alternative. McDaniel requests that this Court order a new Republican Party 
primary runoff election and require that the Republican Party implement proceeding to prevent 
“party raiding” and violation of §23-15-575 of the MS Code. 

30. McDaniel prays for any such other relief the Court deems necessary or appropriate 
under the facts proved at trial.

Secret Ballot to determine nominee by State Executive Committee. 

It is our recommendation that the presentation before the State Executive Committee be open 
to all lepublicans so that it is completely' transparent. Hopefully the transparency will begin to heal 
the divide that currently exists among our party members. 

W e are open to any venue that might serve this purpose and we are currently checking with 
Mississippi College to see if we can utilize their auditorium for the presentation of the challenge. 

It appears that this is the first statewide challenge in Mississippi, so there is no previous 
framework regarding procedure. 1 look forward to hearing from you and the manner in which you 
would like to proceed.

COMPLAINT OF ELECTION CONTEST 

INTRODUCTION 

1. On Tuesday. June 24, 2014, the Republican Party held a primary runoff election 
for the Party’s nominee for the November 2014 general election for United States Senate. That 
election was marred by irregularities and fraud. As a result, invalid and illegal votes were 
included in certifications by County executive committees, hi turn, the Republican State 
Executive Committee erroneously certifying to the Mississippi Secretary of State that Thad 
Cochran was the winner of the runoff election. Chris McDaniel brings this Complaint pursuant 
to Mississippi Code § 23-15-923, asking this Committee to remove from the count precincts 
contaminated by invalid and illegal votes, whereupon it will be seen that the true expression of 
the will of the Republican electors makes Chris McDaniel the winner of the runoff election. 
Your Petitioner Chris McDaniel respectfully request that Thad Cochran’s name be removed as 
nominee and Chris McDaniel be recognized as the Republican Party nominee for U. S. Senator. 

SUMMARY OF THE CONTEST 

2. Widely publicized efforts of the Cochran campaign to recruit Democrat voters to 
participate in the June 24 Republican Party primary runoff election produced a long list of 
harmful effects. Among those effects, county Republican executive committees and election 
officials did not maintain proper control of the election process. Large numbers of Democrat 
voters were allowed to cast illegal and fraudulent ballots in the June 24 primary runoff. These 
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illegal votes were included in the final vote count. These illegal votes should have been 
prevented at the polling places or identified and removed in the canvassing process. They were 
not. Another harmful effect was the excessive number of persons seeking to vote by absentee 
ballot. Illegal votes cast by absentee ballot were likewise included in the final count, because 
county election officials did not follow lawful procedure. County election officials also failed to 
follow other statutory requirements that protect the integrity of election results. These and other 
effects discussed below destroyed the ability of true Republican party electots to choose their 
nominee, in violation of state statutes, Republican Party rules, and voters’ rights under the United 
States Constitution. The June 24 runoff election result was the product of Democrat and 
unlawful votes. It does not reflect the will of the qualified Republican electors of Mississippi. 

PARTIES 

3. Chris McDaniel (“McDaniel”) is an adult resident of Ellisville, Mississippi and a 
duly qualified candidate for the Republican nominee for the United States Senate. 

4. Thad Cochran (“Cochran”) is an adult resident of Oxford, Mississippi and a duly 
qualified candidate for the Republican nominee for the United States Senate. 

JURISDICTION 

5. This complaint is brought before the Republican State Executive Committee 
pursuant to the Mississippi Election Code and specifically Mississippi Code § 23-15-923, which 
authorizes the State Executive Committee, in cases of primary election for statewide office, to 
receive and investigate election-contest complaints and declare its findings thereon. 
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FACTS AND LEGAL ARGUMENTS 

Cochran campaign solicited illegal votes. 

6. In the period leading up to the June 24 primary runoff election, efforts of the 
Cochran campaign to solicit Democrat voters were widely publicized. Attached hereto as 
Exhibit “A” is a digital video disc (“DVD") containing radio and Internet advertisements 
soliciting votes for Cochran from groups well known to be predominately Democrat voters. One 
example is the June 15, 2014 radio advertisement featuring a Pastor Siggers (Arthur Siggers) 
that states expressly it was paid for by “Friends of Thad Cochran.” 1 

7. Shortly after June 24 election, evidence came to light that not only was the 
Cochran campaign soliciting Democrat votes, but specific Cochran campaign personnel were 
named as participating in a criminal vote buying scheme. Included on Exhibit A is a recording of 
a Rev. Steve Fielder describing his participation in a criminal scheme to pay persons in and 
around Lauderdale County to vote for Cochran. Rev. Fielder named specific Cochran campaign 
personnel as instigators of the illegal scheme. Also on Exhibit A is a recording of Julie Patrick, a 
Republican poll worker in a predominantly Democrat precinct of Marshall County. She 
describes her observations of voters leaving her precinct discussing how to use the vouchers they 
were given to get paid for voting. Adding fuel to this fire, evidence came to light of the Cochran 
campaign handing out $50,000 in cash that was not accounted for in Cochran’s reports to the 
Federal Election Commission. A copy of the news article and Federal Election Commission 
Reports confirming this development is attached as Exhibit “B.”

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Cochran campaign secured illegal votes. 

8. The Cochran campaign’s solicitation was successful in securing Democrat votes. 
On June 24 and days immediately following, social media sites were active. People were 
discussing the runoff election. Those discussions included many statements by identified persons 
that they (a) were Democrat voters, (b) voted for Cochran in the June 24 Republican runoff 
election, and (c) intended to vote Democrat in November 2014. Attached as Exhibit “C” are 
examples. They include statements like Hap Thompson’s, “mcdaniels scared too many people, 
that is why us dems voted against him. now we will vote for childers..” Lauren Kennedy wrote: 
“I’m democrat. ... I voted today as a democrat voting for republican Thad Cochran.” Cathy Clark 
posted, Tm not pro Cochran... just anti Chris!!! #it’s politics #Childress [sic] in November!” 

9. When 433 individuals from households that voted in Democratic primaries in 
2010,2011, and 2012, all self-identified as Democrats, were asked, all confirmed that they had 
voted in the June 24 Republican primary runoff election. Of that 433, seventy-one percent (71%) 
said they did not intend to support the Republican nominee in November, in direct violation of 
Mississippi Code § 23-15-575. Additional details are included in attached Exhibit “D.” 

10. That the African-American community votes predominantly Democrat is a self 
assessment that is repeated by “Pastor Siggers” in the radio advertisement discussed above. 

Many pro-Cochran campaign advertisements in the days leading up to June 24 (like the examples 
in Exhibit A) were clearly targeted to the African-American community. The ten counties where 
Cochran improved most (from the June 3, primary to the June 24 runoff) were those where 
blacks make up 69 percent or more of the population. Hinds County is an example. It is a 
majority black and predominantly Democrat county. Blacks make up about 69% of the 
population of Hinds County. In the June 3 Republican primary, 17,406 votes were cast. 
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compared to 25, 361 votes cast in the June 24 Republican primary runoff - an increase of 7.955 
votes, or a 45 percent increase in total votes cast. Statewide, the total votes fcr Cochran in the 
June 24 runoff were about 38,619 more than the June 3 primary', w hich represents an increase of 
only 24%. Based on a scientific, reliable methodology, a comparative analysis of county-by- 
county increases indicates that Cochran’s vote increases were correlated to the percentage of 
blacks that live in each county. A regression analysis of county vote results from both the June 3 
and June 24 elections with the percentage of blacks and non-blacks who make up each county’s 
population shows that, without the predominantly Democrat voter participation in the Republican 
runoff, Cochran would have lost the runoff election by about 25,000 votes. More details of this 
analysis are included in attached Exhibit “E.” 

Injury suffered by the Mississippi Republican election process. 

11. Mississippi election law protects party primaries from such crossover voting by 
prohibiting any person from participating in a party primary election unless that person intends to 
support the party nominations made in that primary. Mississippi Code § 23-15-575. Voters who 
intend to vote Democrat in the general election are prohibited by Mississippi law from voting in 
a Republican Party primary. Therefore, all the Cochran advertisements soliciting known 
Democrat voters to vote in the June 24 Republican runoff w ere solicitations to violate 
Mississippi law, and all the crossover votes in the June 24 runoff were violations of Mississippi 
law. 

12. A significant feature of § 23-15-575 is that it serves to protect rights of 
Mississippi voters that are secured by the First Amendment of the United Stares Constitution. 

See Mississippi State Democratic Party v. Barbour, 491 F.Supp.2d 641 (N.D. Miss. 
2007)(rcversed on other grounds by 529 F.3d 538 (5 th Cir. 2008)). Members of the Republican 
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Party have a First Amendment right of association that entitles them to disassociate from 
members of the Democrat Party. When Democrat voters are allowed (intentionally or 
unintentionally) to vote in a Republican Party primary, all the Republican Party voters have 
suffered a Constitutional injury. This is commonly referred to as “party’ raiding.” 

13. The influx of Democrat voters in the June 24 primary runoff overwhelmed the 
ability of county executive committees and circuit clerks in some counties. As a result, 
requirements of the Election Code were not followed, and the June 24 runoff election was not 
administered in accordance with Mississippi law. Nor were the election results preserv ed as 
required by law. 

14. hi other counties, not only was the influx of Democrat voters high, but the 
number of clearly illegal crossover voters who w'ere allowed to cast ballots (that were counted) 
was so large that it raises the specter of collusion between the illegal voters and poll workers or 
election officials. 

County election records show the magnitude of the injury. 

15. The fundamental purpose of the Mississippi Election Code is to assure the 
integrity of the election process and the accuracy of the results reported. Failure to adhere to the 
statutory requirements can destroy the integrity of an election and make the will of qualified 
electors impossible to determine. Boyd v. Tishomingo Comity Democratic Executive Committee , 
912 So.2d 124 (Miss. 2005). 

16. One of the Election Code’s key components for assuring clean elections is the 
right of candidates to examine election-result documentation. Under Mississippi Code § 23-15- 
911, a candidate has twelve (12) days within which to review the election documents. That 
twelve day period begins upon certification of election results by - in the case of a statewide 
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primary election for U.S. Senator - the State Executive Committee. Sec Mississippi Code § 23- 
15-1031. See also. Noxubee County Democratic Executive Committee v. Russell , 443 So.2d 
1191 (Miss. 1983). 

17. Beginning July 7, 2014 and continuing for a period of days thereafter. McDaniel 
representatives examined the election records from the June 24 runoff from most of Mississippi’s 
82 counties. That examination uncovered evidence of the serious damage to the Republican 
party election process caused by Cochran’s hustling Democrat voters into the Republican primary 
through race baiting scare tactics. The damage was not only illegal Democra: votes, but also the 
failure of the local Republican election officials to guard the integrity of the election process. 

18. The tabulation below shows the violations of the Election Coc e uncovered by 
McDaniel’s examination of county-by-county election records from the June 24 primary runoff 
The uncovered violations may be described generally in the following categories: 

Illegal crossover votes by persons who had voted in the June 3, 2014 Democrat 

primary; 

Invalid absentee ballots accepted and counted; 

Invalid affidavit ballots accepted and counted; 

Commingling of ballots from precincts; 

Failure to maintain inventory and accountability of issued ballots; 

Failure to maintain accountability of absentee envelopes and absent envelopes; 

Failure to complete or maintain required election records; 

Failure to maintain required contents of precinct ballot boxes; 

Failure to maintain security (both chain-of-custody, and seals) of ballot boxes, and 

Failure of county executive committees to canvass and certify results of the

20. The results described above (and in detail in the affidavits attached as Exhibit F) 
represent volumes of violations of the Mississippi Election Code. 

Ballot inventory and security. 

21. Ballot integrity and security are of paramount importance in the election process. 
See Mississippi Code § 23-15-335. To secure ballots, county' executive committees are required 
to designate a person whose duty it is to distribute ballots for use at precincts, and to designate a 
manager at each polling place to receive and sign a receipt for the blank ballots to be used there. 
When the blank ballots are delivered to a local manager, the distributor is required to take from 
the precinct manager a receipt for the bal lots so delivered. Such receipt must be signed in 
duplicate by both the distributor and the manager, one of which receipts the distributor must 
deliver to the circuit clerk and the other must be retained by the precinct manager, who is 
required to deposit and enclose the receipt in the ballot box with the voted ballots when the polls 
have been closed and the votes have been counted. The printer of the ballots must take a receipt 
from the distributor of the ballots for the total number of the blank ballots delivered to the 
distributor. The printer must also secure all ballots printed by him in such a safe manner that no 
person can procure them, and he must not deliver any blank ballot to any person except the 
distributor above mentioned, and then only upon his receipt therefor as above specified. The 
distributor of the blank ballots is required to securely hold the ballots to assuie that no person can 
obtain any of them, and he shall not deliver any of them to any person other tnan to the 
authorized precinct managers and upon their respective receipts therefor. The executive 
committee is required to make sure that the total blank ballots delivered to the distributor 
corresponds with the total of the receipts executed by the local managers. Mississippi Code § 23- 
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15-335.

23. Failure to maintain the security and account for the number of issued ballots 
provides opportunity for corruption and destroys the ability to confirm that the ballots now of 
record are indeed the ballots that were truly cast by qualified electors. 

Ballot box security. 

24. Ballot box security is essential to producing an election result, the integrity of 
which the voters can be confident. Waters v. Gnemi , 907 So.2d 307 (Miss. 2005); Allen v. 
Funchess , 195 Miss. 486, 15 So.2d 343 (1943). In primary elections, the same ballot boxes arc 
to be used that are provided by the election commissioners for general elections, and the ballot 
boxes are to be scaled. Mississippi Code § 23-15-267. The clerk is required to seal the ballot 
boxes, with seals that are numbered consecutively for each box, and to keep in a place separate 
from the ballot boxes a record of the number of the seal used on each box. M ississippi Code § 
23-15-595. 

25. After an election, the ballot boxes are to be delivered as soon as possible by one of 
the precinct managers to the circuit clerk of the county. Mississippi Code § 23-15-267. County 
executive committees arc allowed into the ballot boxes for the purpose of tabulating returns and 
counting ballots as required by law; but after such count, all contents of each ballot box is to be 
returned into the box, and the boxes are to be returned to the circuit clerk who shall reseal the 
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boxes. Mississippi Code § 23-15-595. Upon every occasion of opening and closing, the ballot 
boxes are to be sealed, with record of said seal kept as mentioned above. Id. 

26. When the returns for a precinct, the contents of the ballot box and the conduct of 
the election at the precinct have been canvassed and reviewed by - in the case of primary 
elections - the county executive committee, all the contents required to be placed and sealed in 
the ballot box by the precinct managers must be replaced therein by the executive committee, and 
the box must be forthwith resealed and delivered to the circuit clerk, who is required to keep and 
secure the same against any tampering. In the case of any election contest, the circuit clerk is 
required to keep the ballot boxes intact and sealed. Mississippi Code § 23-15-911.

28. If ballot boxes are not maintained secure, unaccountable individuals can get into 

those ballot boxes and manipulate the contents. Unsocurc ballot boxes undermines the 
confidence that the contents now contained are accurate records of the votes cast by qualified 
electors. 
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Ballot box contents. 

29. The ballot box is the repository for election records necessary to prove the 
accuracy of election results under the Mississippi Election Code. Specific election records 
required to be deposited and maintained in the precinct ballot boxes are: 

- The ballot inventory receipt discussed above. Mississippi Code § 23-15-591. 

- Voter signature book required by Mississippi Code § 23-15-541. Mississippi 
Code § 23-15-543. 

- Applications for absentee ballots and completed envelopes. Mississippi Code 
§ 23-15-625. 

- Precinct manager’s certificate certifying (1) count result, (2) the number of 
ballots voted plus spoiled ballots plus unusued ballots equals the number of 
ballots shown on the ballot inventory receipt, and (3) the total number of ballots 
voted equals the number of signatures in the signature book. Mississippi Code 
§ 23-15-591. 

- All voted ballots, spoiled ballots, unused ballots, and precinct manager's tally 
list. Mississippi Code § 23-15-591. 

- After count of votes and tally completed, precinct managers are required to lock 
and seal the precinct ballot boxes after depositing specified election materials. 
Mississippi Code § 23-15-591. 

30. These documents are the records of public countings and declarations that took 
place in the polling place, as required by the Election Code. If these records are not securely 
maintained, they could be manipulated by unaccountable individuals. The accuracy of the 
records would be thereby destroyed, and the results of an election misrepresented.

32. Voting machines must be locked and sealed immediately upon closing polls. The 
read-out of each machine must be recorded on two (2) statements by two (2) clerks, which 
statements must be certified and sworn and filed. Mississippi Code § 23-15-441. Keys to voting 
machines must be kept in unique separately labeled and sealed envelopes. Mississippi Code 

§ 23-15-445. The results from each voting machine must be recorded on 2 statements of canvass 
by 2 clerks, that must be certified and sworn. Mississippi Code § 23-15-441.

34. Voting by absentee ballot is permitted under Mississippi law. The statutory 
requirements for applying for and completing absentee ballots are mandatory. Noncompliance 
with the statutes renders affected absentee votes illegal. Rogers v. Holder, 636 So.2d 645 (Miss. 
1994). The statutory requirements include these significant examples. 

35. The signature of an official authorized to administer oaths must be on the ballot. 
Where such officials’ signatures are not present, the absentee ballots cast are illegal. Thompson 
v. Jones , 17 So.3d 524 (Miss. 2008). 
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36. Applications for absentee ballots must have seal of circuit clerk and be initialed by 
the registrar. Mississippi Code § 23-15-627. The date of the election must be placed on the 
absentee application. Mississippi Code § 23-15-625(1). If an application for absentee ballot is 
requested by any person other than elector, then the requestor must print and sign his name on 
application, give his address, and print name of elector. Mississippi Code § 23-15-625. 

37. An absentee voter must vote his ballot in the presence of an attesting witness and 
place the ballot in the official envelope. Then the elector must sign the certificate across the flap 
of the official envelope, and voter and the witness then swear that this process was followed. 
Mississippi Code § 23-15-633. If these mandates are not followed, the absentee ballots are 
invalid are not to be counted. Slaughter v. Collins , 819 So.2d 1244 (Miss. 2002). The failure 
of voters to sign absentee ballot envelopes warranted invalidating absentee ballots. Boyd v. 
Tishomingo County Democratic Executive Committee 912 So.2d 124 (Miss. 2005). 

38. Applications for absentee ballots and completed envelopes must be placed in the 
appropriate precinct ballot box. Mississippi Code § 23-15-625. 

39. Where illegal absentee ballots are commingled with legal ballots, the entire lot of 
commingled ballots is tainted and may not be counted. Where legal and illegal ballots are 
commingled, the legal votes cannot not be identified, making it impossible discern the will of the 
valid absentee voters. Thompson v. Jones, 17 So.3d 524 (Miss. 2008).

42. In specific circumstances, the Election Code allows votes to be cast with an 
accompanying affidavit. In such cases, the affidavit must contain a statement that affiant 
believes he is registered in the jurisdiction along with the complete name, address, telephone 
number, and signature of affiant, and the signature of precinct manager. Mississippi Code § 23- 
15-573. Election officials must maintain a separate register for affidavit vote's to sign upon 
completing the ballot. Id. 

43. A properly completed affidavit is condition precedent to voting under the 
provision. Hatcher v. Fleeman, 617 So.2d 634 (Miss. 1993). The affidavit envelopes must be 
preserved at least for the period of time during w'hich an election contest may be filed and in 
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federal elections for 22 months. Op. A.G. Berkley, 7/3/1991.

Duties of the county executive committees. 

45. In party primaries, the party’s county executive committees administer the 
primary elections and otherwise generally perform the functions of the county election 
commissioners in general elections. Mississippi Code § 23-15-263. Certain junctions of county 
executive committees may be fulfilled by contract with the election commission or the circuit 
clerk of the county. 

46. County executive committees thus have the obligation to administer primary’ 
elections in accordance with the Election Code. 

47. For determining the results of primary elections, it is the duty of the county 
executive committee to meet on the first or second day after the primary election and canvass the 
returns and declare the result. Within thirty-six (36) hours thereafter, for statewide office 
primary elections, the county executive committee is required to certify and transmit their results 
to the party’s stated executive committee. Mississippi Code § 23-15-597. A state executive 
committee has ten (10) days from the date of a primary election to certify the results to the 
Secretary of State. Id . and Mississippi Code § 23-15-1031. 

48. Timely reporting of election results by county executive committees is an 
important part of the required accountability in the election process. The State Executive 
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Committee relies on it to meet its own statutory deadline. Failure of a county executive 
committee to meet this statutory requirement leaves a prolonged period for ballot boxes and 
election materials to be lost, destroyed, or manipulated. 

49. After the June 24 runoff, the following counties failed to certify the election 
results in the time required by statute:

Leflore 

Forrest 

Monroe 

Hinds 

Pontotoc 

Humphreys 

Rankin 

Issaquena 

Tunica 

Leake 

Yazoo 


50. The Hinds County Executive Committee’s failure in this regard is noteworthy for 
an additional reason. McDaniel representatives were denied access to the runoff election records 
on July 7, 2014, because Hinds County Executive Committee Chairman Pete Perry had not yet 
certified the June 24 runoff results or transmitted them to the State Executive Committee. 
According to Perry, that certification was not done until after business hours on July 7. Thus, for 
14 days after the June 24 runoff, and for 10 days after the statutory deadline, the Hinds County 
election records were left uncanvassed and uncertified. 

Election fraud / Vote fraud. 

51. As discussed above, Mississippi Code § 23-15-575 prohibits a person from 
participating in a Republican party primary election unless that person intends to support the 
nominations made in that primary. 

52. Indisputable evidence that a person intends to support the Democrat candidate in 
November is that person’s vote in the Democrat Party primary election for the same office. 
Election officials in at least 25 counties permitted individuals who had voted in the June 3, 2014 
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Democrat primary to cast votes (which were counted) in the June 24 Republican party primary 
runoff election. This conduct was illegal. It was illegal for the voter; and it was illegal for the 
election officials to permit the voting and to count the votes. These illegal voters perpetrated 
violations of Mississippi law. This combination of both voter and election official engaging in 
unlawful behavior raises the specter of collusion to commit election fraud. When the magnitude 
of the such illegal behavior in some counties is uncovered, the evidence of fraud becomes 
compelling. 

53. Hinds County was by far the most egregious violator. Election officials in Hinds 
County permitted and counted 479 indisputably fraudulent votes, with an additional 532 votes 
that appear fraudulent, but have such documentation irregularities that further discovery is 
needed. 

54. Fraud vitiates everything it enters. Lopez v. Holleman, 219 Miss. 822, 69 So.2d 
903 (1954). Where fraud is widespread, it impeaches the returns in all the precincts where it is 
found. Id. 

55. When the fraud (allowance of clearly fraudulent voters) is viewed in combination 
of all the other violations of the Election Code (like the lack of ballot and ballot box security), 
the evidence is compelling. Fraud has vitiated all the Hinds County returns. None of the Hinds 
County result documentation is reliable. The returns from Hmds County must not be included in 
the statewide results of the June 24 primary runoff. If they are included, the returns from the 
entire state are corrupted by the Hinds County fraud. 

56. In addition to the evidence of fraud from the election documentation, it is reported 
that Hinds County Democrat Party Chairman Rickey Cole accused Hinds County Republican 
Chairman Pete Perry of mishandling poll books in the June 24 runoff so as to make it impossible 
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for poll workers to identify crossover Democrat voters. * * 3 This evidence, while it needs and 
deserves the scrutiny of litigation discovery, is consistent with the evidence of pervasive 
violations of the Election Code coming out of Hinds County. An intentional failure to keep 


ballots, ballot boxes, and election records secure creates just the environment for the perpetration 
of fraud in an election process. 

57. Other egregious perpetrators of crossover voter fraud were Claiborne County, 
Coahoma County, Madison County, and Sunflower County. Counties that permitted this 
crossover vote fraud, but not to the extent of the worst perpetrators, include Calhoun, Forrest, 
Grenada, Hancock, Leake, Lincoln, Rankin, Stone, Tunica, and Warren. 

Republican Party National Committee Rules 

58. Rule 11(b) of the Rules of the National Republican Party provides: 

No state Republican Party rule or state law shall be 
observed that allows persons who have participated 
or are participating in the selection of any nominee 
of a party other than the Republican Party, 
including, but not limited to, through the use of a 
multi-party primary or similar type ballot, to 
participate in the selection of a nominee of the 
Republican Party for that general election. No 
person nominated in violation of this rule shall be 
recognized by the Republican National Committee 
as the nominee of the Republican Party from that 
state. 4 


59. Any state party rule or state law that allows persons who are participating in the 
selection of a Democrat nominee to also participate in the selection of the Republican Party

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nominee would be condemned by this Rule 11 (b). 

60. The Mississippi Election Code, by § 23-15-575, is in harmony with Rule 11 (b), as 
§ 23-15-575 prohibits the practice condemned by Rule 11(b). 

61. If the Mississippi Republican Party, through its State Executive Committee, were 
to approve the selection of Thad Cochran as its nominee for U. S. Senator, in light of the 
extensive illegal and fraudulent participation in his selection by persons who also participated in 
the selection of the Democrat Party nominee for U. S. Senator, the State Party would be defacto 
adopting a practice that violated Rule 11(b) of the National Party, § 23-15-575 of the Mississippi 
Code and the rights of party members secured by the First Amendment of the United States 
Constitution. 

CONCLUSIONS 

62. Fraudulent voting, insecure ballot boxes and election records, and other violations 
of the Mississippi Election Code vitiated the integrity of the June 24 Republic an Party primary' 
runoff election in Hinds County. If the Hinds County results are included in the statewide 
results, they contaminate the entire runoff election. They destroy the integrity of the runoff 
election and make the will of qualified Republican electors impossible to determine. For that 
reason alone, the Hinds County results must be excluded from the statewide results. 

63. For other counties involved in permitting fraudulent voting, along with insecure 
ballot boxes and election records (like Claiborne, Coahoma, Madison, and Sunflower), the 
analysis is the same. 

64. If Hinds County results are excluded from the statewide count, as the remedy for 
fraud requires, the statewide results show that Chris McDaniel is the choice of the qualified 
Republican electors to the nominee for U. S. Senate. The results are the same if the results from

Claiborne. Coahoma, Madison and Sunflower Counties are likewise excluded. 

65. In a primary election contest, an election should be voided on .y if there has been 
such a departure from statutory/' compliance “as to destroy the integrity of the election and make 
the wall of the qualified electors impossible to ascertain.” Waters v. Gnemi , 907 So.2d 307, 315- 
316 (Miss. 2005); Ulmer v. Currie , 245 Miss. 285, 147 So.2d 286 (1962). In the identified 
counties, there has been such a departure. Fraud in those counties should not be permitted to 
injure the will of electors from all the other counties in the State. While the departure from 
compliance with the Election Code w r as pervasive in the June 24 runoff election (in the counties 
listed), they were not so pervasive that the wall of the qualified Republican electors cannot be 
ascertained, if those counties vitiated by fraud are removed from the statewide count. 

66. If this Committee does not remove the fraud contaminated counties from the 
statewide result the June 24 runoff election would constitute a perpetration of fraud, a violation 
of Mississippi election law, and a violation of the Constitutional rights of qualified voters. If, in 
the alternative, this Committee does not name Chris McDaniel as the nominee, this Committee 
must void the June 24 runoff election results and hold a special election. 

67. The will of Mississippi's Republican voters, expressed in those June 24, 2014 
runoff results not vitiated by fraud, is to have Chris McDaniel as their nominee for U. S. Senator. 
This Committee should so find.

We recently conducted a follow up survey of self-identified Democrats who voted in the June 
24 th US Senate GOP Runoff election in Mississippi. Our goal was to measure “he extent which 
these Democrats planned to vote for the GOP nominee in the general election. We completed 
a total of 463 interviews on July 15 th and 16 th . The Margin of Error was +/- 4.55 %. 

Findings 

71% of self-identified Democrats who confirmed that they had voted in the June 24 th GOP 
Senate runoff said they intended to vote for someone other than Republican Thad Cochran in 
the general election. 

Among these self-identified Democrats who voted in the June 24 th GOP runol, results indicate 
that African Americans are 10% more likely than Whites to abandon the GOP nominee and vote 
for a different candidate in the general election. 


About IVR Surveys. IVR surveys reduce interviewer bias to zero by eliminating the live human 
interviewer. Every poll respondent hears the same questions read the same way. Independent 
analyses from publications such as the Wall Street Journal 1 , National Council on Public Polls 2 , 
American Association of Public Opinion Research 3 and The Pew Research Center all show 
automated, recorded voice surveys used to record candidate preferences have an accuracy 
level comparable to live interviewer surveys. In the 2008 Primary season, Nate Silver with 
fivethirtyeight.com concluded that two of the three most accurate polls were IVR surveys 4 . A 
study 5 published in Presidential Studies Quarterly by Fordham University professor Costas 
Panogapolous comparing polling in the 2012 cycle showed IVR polls were as accurate as other 
survey modes and reflected no partisan bias on average.

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About This Survey 

1. These surveys include only landline phones. 

2. These surveys have a three-part screen for participation. We surveyed only phone 
households with records of voter participation in the 2010, 2011 or 2012 Democratic primaries 
and no participation in Republican primaries in 2008, 2010 or 2012. We interviewed only 
participants who indicated by phone that they had voted in the June 27 th GOP runoff election. 
Finally, we surveyed only those who described themselves as Democrats when given an option 
of selecting Democrat, Republican, Tea Party, Reform Party or Independent. 

3. The sample is 19% Caucasian, 75% African American and 5% other ethnicity. We did not 
control for ethnicity because the limiting variable was partisan identity. 

4. The sample is 63% female and 37% male. We did not control for gender because the 
limiting variable was partisan identity.

Tuesday night, Republican Sen. Thad Cochran defied the polls and defeated tea party challenger Chris McDaniel 
in the Mississippi Senate primary runoff by a 51 percent to 49 percent margin. Cochran couldn t have done 
it without expanding the pool of voters, and in the last three weeks he did just that. 


We know turnout was higher in the runoff than it was in the initial primary. About 375?ooo 
voters showed up Tuesday compared with 318,904 on June 3, an increase of more than 17 percent. 

Cochran raised his vote total by more than 38,000 votes, while McDaniel pulled in only an additional 30,000. 
That was more than enough to erase McDaniel’s 1,386 vote lead in the first round. 


v x ran’s campaign explicitly tried to increase his turnout in the runoff by bringing Democn.tic- 
leaning African-Americans to the polls. Mission!..: prbanrte: ave open, so all voters were welcome on 
Tuesday so long as they hadn’t voted in the Democratic primary three weeks ago. But does that effort 
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explain Cochran’s success? It’s still too early — after the vote and in the morning — to definitively answer 
this question. We’ll need to look at the profiles of the individual voters, post-election surveys and precinct- 
level data. Until then, we have county-level results to go on, and that data suggests that traditionally 
I ocratic voters provided Cochran with his margin of victory. 

I gathered the county results from the first round of the primary and the runoff, as well as the percentage of 
blacks and non-blacks who make up each county’s population. (To see whether non-Republican voters swung 
the vote, we could use either the percentage of the vote won by Obama in 2012 or racial demogra phics in 
this analysis. Partisan voting patterns are lied t .. race in Mississippi that both lead us to the same conclusion.) 

It’s clear that Cochran’s vote increases were correlated to the percentage of African-Americans who live in 
each count}*. The 10 counties where the incumbent senator improved most were those where blacks make up 
69 percent or more of the population. Here’s what those two variables look like when we plot them 
against each other.

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We can also see what would have happened had there been no increase in the number of African-American 
or Democratic voters in the runoff, but it’s going to take some math. 

I ran two separate regressions on Cochran’s and McDaniel’s vote totals while accounting for race. The first looked 
at whether Cochran’s runoff vote total could be explained by a combination of his vote total in the first round 
and the racial makeup of each county. The second did the same for McDaniel. 

Ihe regressions initially tell the same story as the charts above. For Cochran, we see that the coefficient (*CoeP 
n the Stata output below) on the African-American percentage variable is more than double that of the non- 
riack variable. This means that Cochran saw a much larger increase in his vote totals in the areas where 
\frican-Americans make up a larger percentage of the population. For McDaniel, the coefficients are pretty 
nuch equal, which indicates that you can’t explain McDaniel’s vote total increase by the share of African- 
Unericans in each county.

-an do more with these regressions, though. We can hold the African-American percentage of the 
population variables constant in both the Cochran and McDaniel regressions, while adjusting the non- 
African American variables. This process mirrors on a county level what would happen if white or 
:raditionally Republican turnout went up but black or traditionally Democratic turnout didn’t change from the 
irst to the second round. In my scenario, I kept the African-American turnout constant from the first round 
)f voting, but let the white vote increase as it actually did. 

the result: Cochran loses a lot of votes. Instead of Cochran winning the runoff by 2 points, or about 6,000 votes, 
te loses by a little less than 8 points, or about 25,000 votes. He drops about 40,000 votes from his 190,000 
f ote total, while McDaniel loses only about 15,000 from his 185,000 vote total. You can see this phenomenon in 
he chart below.

Now, you may be saying to yourself that Cochran going from a win by a little less than 2 points to a loss by a 
little less than 8 points seems like a pretty big shift. I agree. I stress again that a county-by-county examination 
is inexact. We need to get more data to be sure of why Cochran won. (And that data should be coming if you’ll 
just sit tight. Patience is as helpful a skill in interpreting politics as it is in practicing it.) 

Keep in mind, though, that the pre-election noli;: had McDaniel ahead by around 8 points. It seems plausible 
tha t the reason they got the race wrong was because they were modeling an electorate that looked a lot more like 
the first round of the GOP primary instead of the runoff. That certainly makes sense given what I found. 

The analysis here suggests that Cochran may very well have won because he was able to get traditionally 
Democratic voters to cast their ballots for him.

I, Kenny Boone, am over 18 years of age and am competent to testily to the facts herein 

stated. 

I was an authorized inspector who was entitled to examine the Forrest County election 
records related to the June 24, 2014 Republican party primary runoff election for the United 
States Senate. 

I inspected election records from the June 24 Republican party primary election at the 
Forrest County Courthouse on Monday, July 7, 2014. 

The election results were certified on July 1, 2014. 

On July 7 , Christy Miller, Rick McCluskey, and I went to the Forrest County courthouse 
to review absentee and affidavit ballots. When we arrived at the Circuit Clerk’s office, Cochran 
Representative Sue Bus, Forrest County GOP Chairman Don Hinton and Circuit Clerk Lou Ellen 
Adams were waiting on us. We informed them of what our intentions were for that day and that a 
good place to start would be the ballot boxes where we would inspect the boxes, their seals and 
the contents. We were informed by Adams and Hinton that the boxes were not in the Circuit 
Clerk’s office and instead were at the Election’s Commissioner’s Building which was several 
blocks away. Then we were informed that the absentee/ affidavit ballots were not in the. boxes 
anyways so we did not need to go inspect them. When asked where those ballots were, she ! 

informed us that they were in the next room. Hinton informed us the only thing the boxes 
contained was the Poll Signature Books. We then stepped outside and Rick McCluskey called 
Jim Marler to inform him of what the situation was and that the ballots were not in the ballot 
b°xes. After a ten minute phone conversation, we went back inside the office. 

When we walked in, the clerk, Ladonna Townsend and Kenny Boone went to into the 
next room to retrieve the box containing the ballots. It was a card board box with a string used to 
secure the top of the box. The top was only partially secured and was opened. The ballots were 
inside of the box but were not organized by precinct. The only method of organization was the 
absentees were separated from the affidavits. As we were going through the box, we realized that 
Hinton had walked back into the office and was now carrying the Poll Signature Book. We 
would have preferred to have accompanied Hinton along with a Cochran rep to witness the 
removal of the Books and inspect the boxes but was not notified when Hinton left. Hinton 
handed Kenny Boone the books and Kenny inquired the condition of the boxe s and if there was a 
chain of custody letter to be signed, Hinton informed Boone that, “He wasn’t going to answer 
any more questions and that is not what we are here today”. He proceeded to exit the room. We 
then sat down and began our review. By this time, Elise Cole had also showed up to represent the 
Cochran camp. We recorded our findings. Below is a list of some of the problems that we noted. 

• Absentee ballots that had signatures that did not match 

• Absentee ballots that were not certified 

• Absentee ballots that were not signed by the voter 

• Absentee ballots not signed by the Circuit Clerk 
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• Absentee ballots that were not completed with proper information 

Throughout the review, while the discrepancies where being foumi, Cole made several 
comments about how disappointed she was in the obvious fact that Forrest County’s election 
system was still very flawed after the highly contested Mayor’s race last year. As we observed 
what we thought would be invalid ballots, we would ask Townsend and Cole about what they 
thought about the particular ballot under review and they would reply, “it should not be counted’. 
At the end of the day we were finished with absentee ballots but would have to return the 
following day to do affidavit ballots. We put all of the ballots back into the cardboard box and 
attempted to seal it with the provided shoestring. We then put it back into the room that it was 
originally in. Everyone showed some uneasiness about the box going back into his room so we 
all signed a piece of paper and taped it over the door and frame in a way that it would tear if 
anyone else would have opened it. We then made a comment about how this probably should 
have been done in the beginning since the ballots were not in a secure ballot box. 

We returned the next day and retrieved the ballots which appeared to not be distributed. 
We began examining affidavit ballots. After examining them, we asked Townsend how the votes 
were verified and she said they would look the voters up in the system to make sure they were 
eligible. We asked if there was a way to annotate on the ballot envelope the reason for accepting 
the vote because we cannot tell it if a legitimate vote was or not. She o:Tered to help us go 
through and look at each voter, below is the list of some of the discrepancies 

• One precinct did not annotate where the ballot was issued so there was no way to 
know where the votes were cast. All of these should have been rejected. 

• An entire precinct had their affidavit envelopes taped. We brought this to Adams 
and Townsend’s attention. They said it was definitely peculiar and had no idea 
why the Poll Manager would have done it. 

We found several votes that were counted when the addresses were outside 
Forrest County. One of these addresses was from Moss Point and used a PO Box 
as a residence. 

There were several that should not have been counted because they voted in the 
wrong precinct. 

We brought up the fact that these votes should not have been counted. Adams informed 
me, “Election night is a rough night and many of the people are very tired We checked each 
affidavit in the computer but of course there will be mistakes”. She also went on to say how she 
may not even serve her entire term and is contemplating retirement because the last two elections 
have put too much stress on her. 

We finished up the day and took the ballots back in the room. We discussed the fact that 
we did not think they are secure with Townsend and Bush. They said that it had been done that 
way for years and they trusted people not to do anything to the ballots. We urged them to 
remember the last Mayoral election and informed them that when it comes to ballots, security is 
paramount. The ballots were in a cardboard box and in a room that anyone could walk in 
throughout the day without being challenged. Then everyone agreed that the security of those 
ballots could have been jeopardized and we had no idea of knowing.

I was an authorized inspector who was entitled to examine the Grenada County election 
records related to the June 24. 2014 Republican party primary runoff election for the United 
States Senate. 

I inspected election records from the June 24 Republican party primary election at the 
Grenada County Courthouse on Wednesday, July 9, 2014, 

On July 9, 2014.Ms. Michelle Redditf Deputy Clerk, admitted Mar, Cole and Mary 
Pankey to the locked Election Commissioner's Office/common area with outer offices lining the 
outer wail area. Many of these offices where unlocked and opened for entrance. Later the same 
morning Gary- Chesser was admitted to die room. NO Cochran representative came to watch on 
this day. Deputy Clerk Redditt had a rolling cart with her. Die Circuit Clerk stated to us that this 
should not take long because there was nothing in the boxes. 


We saw the following items in the can: 

* Voting sip in books and these books were not locked into a bag and came on the 
cart from the Circuit Clerks office 

* 1 loose red bag was folded on one of the shelves of the carl 

* Many pages of loose papa's on the cart 

* One set of keys that fit the Election Commissioners room/office 

Grenada County’s polling precinct boxes where very 1 disorganized and there seems to be 
no across the board standards for correctness. When commented on. u was stated that, ‘“They, 
had always done things this way and they are NOT going to change ! 

Upon reviewing the records, we found the following: 

SECURITY Of BALLOTS BOXES: 

The boxes were in the election commissioner'> office. Each blue box bag was i oiled into 
the courtroom by the election commissioner. The seal that was used on the boxes was a plastic 
sea] that looked similar to a zip tie. All the seals were intact and were unsealed one box at a time 
by Michelle Redditt. 

CHAIN OF CUSTODY: 

There was no chain of custody observed. 

VOTING MACHINE: 
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There was a voting machine plugged imo the waif socket. The machine had the 
appearance that it had been used very recently. The cover of the "Ticker Tape* was open with 
white "Ticker tape'' loaded into the machine. It was actually sitting in the middle of trie floor so 
the inspection teams had to squeeze around ii to get to the table 

TALLY USTTPOIX BOOK: 

Grenada County used the Republican book with a list from the Juae 3 Democratic 
Primary. In several precincts* poll workers used checkmarks or initials instead of writing 1 "voted” 
besides the voter's name. 

ABSENTEE DOCUMENTATION* 



Michelle Redditt retrieved the absentee envelopes anti applications from red bags that 
were not in the box of the voter’s precinct. On examining die poll books, die voters dial voted 
absentee were noted and written in black ink and not in red ink in both Democratic and 
Republican books on 6/3 and 6'24.

I, Sharon Fancher, am over 18 years of age and am competent to testify :o the facts herein 

stated. 


I was an authorized representative entitled to examine the Hancock County election 
records related to the June 24,2014 Republican party primary runoff election for the United 
States Senate. Inspecting election records at the Hancock Count}' Courthouse on Monday, July 7, 
2014 with Marc Johnson, I observed the following: 

1 arrived at the Hancock County Courthouse at 10:00 am on July 7,20HI where 1 met 
Marc Johnson to review election records from the June 24, 2014 Republican primary runoff 
election. We were told we could not begin the process until 10:30, but were further delayed due 
to the absence of Cochran representatives. We were finally allowed to begin the examination 
process at 11:00 am. Those present were the Circuit Clerk Karen Ruhr, Deputy Clerk Joleen 
Fore, the Circuit Clerk's attorney Stephen Benvcnutti, and two unnamed individuals representing 
the election commission. Benvenutti acted for the Clerk in controlling the process. 

The ballot boxes were brought into the room where we were assigned tc examine the 
records. The seals were removed and numbers logged into a chain of custody book, I examined 
the chain of custody book and saw that signatures were missing at various points. 

After requesting to see the original tally lists/poll books, Mr. Benvenutti emphatically 
informed me that we would not be allowed to view them because they contained private voter 
information. Marc Johnson informed Mr, Benvenutti we were not engaged in a public disclosure, 
but Mr. Benvenutti refused to provide the original tally lists/poll books as requested. 

Next, we reviewed the affidavit ballots. The Circuit Clerk informed us the ballots from 
each polling place had been placed into a single box, and we would be given access to that box at 
the end of our examination. A list of those who voted by affidavit ballot was in the ballot box 
but most of the list was illegible. At that point, I requested to see a legible list, Decause 1 could 
not read the handwritten list. Mr. Benvenutti became combative raising his voice and stating that 
we were not entitled to any list or to ask any questions, that it was not his problem that we weie 
not better trained. When asked why the angry tone was employed, Mr. Benvenutti repeated that 
we were not entitled to any list, or to ask any questions - we were entitled to see nothing more 
than the contents of the ballot boxes. 

Next, I was provided a separate room to review the tally lists/poll books. Mr. Johnson 
continued the examination of the ballot boxes with Mr. Benvenutti. After some time, Mr. 

Johnson came in and inlormed me that Benvenutti had provided him with the Absentee Ballot 
list for which 1 had previouslv asked. Mr. Benvenutti had demanded $3n.00 for the list, but aflei 
Mr. Johnson declined to pay for it, we were given a copy free of charge. 
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On Tuesday, July 8, 2014, Craig Chesek and I returned to the Courthouse to complete our 
inspection. Mr. Chesek undertook the examination of the remaining ballot boxes, and I 
continued inspection of the (ally lists/pol! books. My review of the tally lists/poil books revealed 
approximately 370 improper votes. The poll workers in the June 24 11 ' Republican primary runoff 
election were given the June 3 Ki Democrat primary tally lists/poll books. Multiple entries in the 
tally lists had the handwritten word "voted" in the June 3 rd column lined through, with the word 
"voted" handwritten in the June 24 m column for that same voter. I spoke with Deputy Clerk 
Joleen Force regarding this and she stated that she also questioned the meaning of these entries 
when she was inputting the voting information into the State Election Management System 
(SEMS). These handwritten notations could represent fraudulent voting, or it could be poll 
worker error on a large scale. Additional work is needed to examine other election record 
evidence to determine if and when each of the voters with the suspect notation actually voted. 
Without that detailed verification process, tire following voters appear to be either illegal 
crossover voters or highly suspect: 

CROSSOVER VOTING 

In the June 24 th Republican primary runoff, Hancock County voting precinct workers 
were given the tally list/poll book from the June 3 rd Democrat primary as their means to check 
whether a presenting voter had voted in the June 3 rd Democrat primary. This is referred to as the 
book swap method.

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The boxes contained miscellaneous items such as an instruction guide for poll worker, 
posters regarding absentee/affidavit ballots, measuring tape, offices supplies, and other 
miscellaneous items for conducting the election. Some of the precinct ballot boxes were missing 
some or all of the following: (1) the ballot inventory receipt, (2) the voter signature pages/book, 
or (3) ballots used by affidavit voters. There was a single bag containing commingled affidavit 
ballots from all of the precincts.

I he Circuit Clerks lawyer was not available at 9:30 and we were told to return at 10:30. 
We returned at 10:20, presented our credential letter and explained why we were there. The 
ballot boxes were brought out of a locked area into the Circuit Clerks office. I had already 
determined thev had used a “Poll Book Swap" method during the runoff election on June 24. 
Sharon asked for the tally iist.'poll books for the election and the lawyer told as we could not 
have them because there was persona! data in them. 1 told him that this was not tor a public 
disclosure but only for the candidate's examination which was authorized by law. He refused 
again to provide the tally list poll books. ! told them 1 would need to speak to the McDaniel 
legal team to determine how he wanted us to proceed. After discussion with our advisors. I to Id 
the Clerk's lawyer that we would look at whatever the Clerk would allow today 

The first precinct ballot box was brought out and unsealed. During our examination of 
the material. Sharon asked to \ iew the Absentee voting documentation, including any that would 
tcii us the number of Absentee ballots mailed out. the date and number received back, and the 
names of the Absentee voters. Ihe Clerk's lawyer refused to provide that documentation. 
Therefore. Sharon began writing down the name and ID number of each votei who voted to 
Absentee ballot When Sharon asked where the election records were lor Affidav it voters, tlie 
Clerk told us they had placed ail that material for all the precincts in a separate box. and that we 
could not have access to it. Sharon questioned this action but lawyer and Ckuk lefuscd to 
provide it. 


When we got lo ihe Poll Woikers portion of the material Sharon asked if-she could have 
the list of Poll Workers, because the sign in books that had their signatures was illegible, and we 
could not determine who was working the polls. 1 he lawyer again refused to provide m « li t so 
Sharon stalled writing what siie could but it was very inaccurate because of the illegible 
signatures. 


As we were asking questions about the contents (cm lack thereof) o) each ballot box/bag. 
the lawyer became visibly upset. The Clerk provided Sharon a room and what site needed to 
compare tallv lists/poll books from the June 3 Democrat primary with the June 24 Republican 
primary runoff elect ion. Sluiron went to the room and proceeded her examination. 1 stayed at lire 
Clerk's office and continued the examination of the precinct ballot boxes/bags. I was still trying 
to determine the names of the po t! workers data and writing down what 1 Could. It was time 
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consum/me. \!ic?'| 2 "ing through a ballot l>>\ the lawyer r.skcu whcttier it weald help go luster il 
then provided a list of the worker*;. 1 told him « would speed the process along. The Clerk 
pros ivicu me with a list with the Social Security Numbers and phone numbers redacted. I 
continued and the process, went quicker. 

I was also slits documenting eves * Absentee Voters iniormatton on the lorms. It was 
taking a lot of time tv’ do so. After another ballot box was completed the lawyer asked if they 
provided the Absentee Voters list if it would help save time. 1 said that it would save a lot of 
time. They ’brought one out and said it would be a 5T dollar fee. and ! told thorn 1 did not have 
that, and the lawyer said the Clerk would be probably be willing to provide it anyway if it would 
speed up the process along, and she handed n to me. She explained how the list was organized 
and 1 used it from then on and did not write every voter s data on our forms.

I was an authorized inspector entitled to examine the Hinds County election records 
related to the June 24.2014 Republican pans primary runoff election for the United States 
Senate. Inspecting the election records on 1 uesday. July 8. 2014. and successive days thereafter, 
with fellow inspector Rita Anderson. I observed the following: 

Vi e met with Circuit Clerk Barbara Dunn in her office. Also present was Pete Perry. 
Flinds County Republican Committee Chairman. They agreed to place us in the Election 
Commission office to perform our examination. 

All the contents from the orange and red bags had been removed. The orange bags were 
empty and not sealed. We were presented several USPS boxes containing absentee applications 
and envelopes. All the applications and envelopes from all the precincts had been commingled 
into these USPS boxes. Next we were presented in several USPS boxes Affidavit ballot 
envelopes. Absentee envelopes and applications that were not properly completed are tabulated 
below. Some of the absentee env elopes were discovered to be open w ith :he paper ballot still 
inside. These ballots had clearly not been scanned by the voting machine Our count indicated 
there were 206 total accepted affidavit ballots and 204 rejected. Absentee ballots accepted were 
813. 

During the course this examination, we reviewed signature books and tally lists/poll 
books from the precincts. We did not find any ballot box bag to contain any precinct election 
material. We were not shown any precinct manager’s receipts or any ballot inventory receipts. 

From our review of precinct poll hooks/tally lists. 1 observed: 

In P-36, four (4) ballots that were marked as “won't scan." These ballots were in a 
container for accepted absentee envelopes. I found eleven (11) ballots in absentee envelopes. 

In P-51. there were no voters marked in the democratic book for June 24. 2014. The June 
3 democratic primary had 80 signatures. 


In P-82, there were no voters marked in the democratic book for June 24, 2014. though 
the June 24. results were certified as 98 (Cochran) &. 3 (McDaniel). The June 3 democratic 
primary reflected 266 votes in the poll book: but, the total vote count reported for the June 3 
election was 376.

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In P-87, there were no \oters marked in the democratic book for June 24. 2014. though 
the June 24. results were certified as 47 (Cochran) and 10 (McDaniel). l ie June 3. democratic 
primary reflected 107 votes in the tally list poll book. but. the total count for the June 3 election 
was 164. 

In P B-2. there were no voters marked in the democratic book tor June 24. 2014. though 
the June 24. results were certified as 362 (Cochran) and 305 (McDaniel). The June 3, 
democratic primary reflected 136 votes in the tally list/pol 1 book. but. the total count for the June 
3 election was 660. 

In P-6, there were no voters marked in the democratic book for June 24. 2014. though the 
June 24. results were certified as 59 (Cochran) and 9 (McDaniel). The June 3. democratic 
primary reflected 108 votes in the tally list, poll book. 

In P-60, there were no voters marked in the democratic book for June 24. 2014.

CERTIFICATION-The election results were certified on June 25, 2014. but at the time of our 
inspection on July 7, 2014, Citcuit Cleric Carol Oates had not yet finished certifying all of the 
affidavit applications from the June 24 runoff. The affidavit ballots were fed through the 
machine ter counting the night of the election before their application w as checked. When asked 
what happened if it was discovered the application was actually for an illegal voter, Ms Gates 

stated there was nothing which could be done about it since the vote would have already have 
oeen counted the night of the election. 


-...LAIN OF CUSTODY - The absentee applications and envelopes were stored in a ibmmennffl 
cop;/ paper box in a locked closet. Only one precinct had an Affidavit Register No chain cf 
custody verification provided. The affidavit, absentee and emergency ballots from ail the 
preemets were commmgleu m a single box. This compromised the ballot box integrity. 

ABSfcNTKF. R ALLOTS - These were hand tallied the nigh! of the electiiin. We counted <29 
accepted ballots but only 128 were reflected in the hand tally. Ac additional 3 were rejected, 
bringing the total absentee ballots to 132 by our count and 131 by their count. No record was 
kept o 1 how many absentee ballots were sent out.

I, Stephen A, Furney, am over the age of eighteen years and competent to testify to the 
following facts: 

I was an authorized inspector entitled to examine the Lafayette Count}, election records 
related to theJune 24, 2014 Republican Party primaryrunoff election for the United States Senate, 


On July 7, 2014,1 met with Lafayette County Circuit Cleric Baretta Mosely, Deputy- 
Clerk Meri Jo Harden, and Lafayette County Election Commissioners Mary K. Ilatnpill, Debbie 
Black, and Faye Phillips in the office of the Circuit Clerk of Lafayette County, Mississippi for 
the purpose of examining records from the June 24, 2014, Republican primary runoff election for 
United States Senator, 

I observed in Ms. Mosely's office one cardboard box and one blue canvas bag. Ms. 
Harden said those contained the absentee envelopes, affidavit envelopes, and paper ballots from 
the June 24, 2014 primary, 

In response to my question about other election materials to be examined, Ms. Harden 
said that there were no ballot boxes, but there were bags kept in the basement of the County 
Court building Initially, Ms. Harden said I was not allowed to have access to those bags- but 
when I challenged her position, she called the county attorney. A few minutes later, the county 
attorney arrived and advised Ms. Harden that I was entitled to view those bags containing 
election materials. Then, the three Election Commissioners exited the room and returned a short 
time later carrying 20 blue canvas bags. 

My examination began with the blue canvas bags using the following procedure insisted 
upon by the Election Commissioners: Ms Black held a note pad with handwritten numbers; Ms 
Phillips maintained physical control of the bags; and Ms Hempill observed. M s. Harden held a 
list of precincts. 

Ms. Harden identified "Oxford 1" as the first precinct on her list, then Ms. Phillips 
located the blue canvas bag having an external label "Oxford 1As Ms. Black called out a 
number from her handwritten notes, Ms. Phillips and I examined the serial number on a red 
plastic-zip-tie type seal that was threaded through the zipper and a loop on the c omer of the bag. 
After I confirmed that the number recited from Ms Black's notes matched the number on the 
precinct ballot bag, Ms. Harden cut the tie with scissors. 

1 asked for a copy of the handwritten notes being used by Ms. Black but she refused. 

When I asked to see a signed chain of custody document for the bags, that request was also 
denied.

When I asked why there was 
no unused affidavit materials in this bag, Ms. Black said that the material was in an 
"Affidavit bag." I later discovered what she meant. See below. 

In the "Anchor/Taylor" precinct bag: There was one broken zip-tie seal. There 
were 2 white plastic type seals that were broken. When 1 asked the election 
commissioners what the white seals were, they said those seals were used on the voting 
machines. There was another of the plastic bags having a label indicating “10,” which 
bag contained 6 official white ballots. 

In the "Taylor 3" precinct bag: There was one unused while (voting machine) 
seal, There was one unused zip-tie seal. 

In the "College Hill" precinct bag: This bag had a voter signature book. When the 
election commissioner resealed the bag, she did not put the voter signature book back 
into the ballot bag. There was another of the plastic bags having a label indicating “10,” 
which bag contained 7 official white ballots. There were 36 completed absentee 
applications. There were 2 unused zip-tie seals, and 2 broken zip-tie seals. 

In the "Oxford 2" precinct bag: This precinct bad 2 bags. There were no broken 
seals or unused seals in the bag. 

In the "Denmark-Lafayette Springs" precinct bag’ There was another of the plastic 
bags having a label indicating “10,” which bag contained 6 official white ballots. There 
were no broken seals or unused seals in the bag. 

In the "Oxford 3” precinct bag: There was another of the plastic bags having a 
label, but this label indicated “20,” and the bag contained 17 official white ballots. 

In the "Union West" precinct bag: This precinct had 2 bags. There were 2 broken 
white voting machine seals, and 4 broken zip-tie seals. There was another of the plastic 
bags having a label indicating “10,” which bag contained 6 official white ballots. This 
precinct bag had a voter signature book. In that book was a green page for signatures of 
persons who voted by affidavit. Notably, there were only 3 signatures on the green page, 
even though there was 4 ballots missing from the plastic bag labeled “10.” This precinct 
bag also contained 10 yellow affidavit envelopes and 7 white affidavit envelopes. There 
was one unused red-zip-tie seal.

She further explained that alter the polls 
were closed on June 24, a resolution board examined absentee envelopes to determine whether 
they would be accepted or rejected. If the board determined that they would be accepted, the 
enveloped was opened. Then, the ballot would be removed from the envelope, and someone 
from the resolution board would complete an official ballot (pencil-m the appropriate circles) 
and run that official ballot through a voting machine. Then, the photocopied ballot was stapled 
to the official ballot and both were placed in a bag with the other paper (absentee and affidavit) 
ballots. Obviously, the 3 opened envelopes found in this box, still containing the photocopied 
ballots, were not handled in the maimer described by the clerk. One cannot determine whether 
these votes were ever counted. These 3 envelopes are identified below. 
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I counted the absentee applications from the bag and found the number to be 513 
Remembering that during my review of the precinct bags, we bad found 40 absentee applications 
m those bags (see above), I asked the clerk if we could re-open the College Hill and Tula 
precinct bags to retrieve those absentee applications for our review.

With those 
40 added, the total number of absentee applications was 553. There was an equal number of 
absentee ballot envelopes.

In our presence, Ms Harden 
telephoned Ms. Mosely, who did not know where to find the ballots, but instracted Ms Harden 
to ask Ms Black from the Election Commission. Via telephone, Ms. Black directed Ms. Harden 
to look in the blue canvas bag containing the applications. So, Ms. Harden reopened the blue 
canvas bag that we had examined the day before containing absentee applications. As expected, 
there were no ballots m that bag. Approximately 30 minutes later, Ms. Black arrived carrying a' 
blue canvas bag. The bag was sealed with a zip-tie. Ms. Harden cut the seal with scissors^ 
permitted us to examine the ballots. In the ballot bag, I observed the following: 

There were yellow paper official ballots, and white paper official ballots, along with 
photo-copied ballots, as discussed above. 

The total number of ballots in the bag was 569.

There were 167 loose (not stapled) yellow paper official ballets that had been 
marked. 


There were 23 loose (not stapled) white paper official ballots (marked), 

- There was 1 white photo-copied ballot that was different from all the other photo¬ 
copied ba lots. This one did not bear a photo-copied bar code, as aU the other photo 
copied ballots had. 


From the examination so far, one can see that there was 553 absentee envelopes and 

a f d u ° pened affidavit envelopes. One would expect to find 5 71 ballots. The fact 
that the ballot bag had only 569 indicates that the election official in Lafayette County who 
administered the June 24 primary lost 2 paper ballots in the process they employed 
Additionally there was no certificate in the precinct ballot bags showing the number of paper 
ballots issued out to the precinct manager, nor returned. My examination determined that some 
precinct ballot bags contained plastic wrapped bags having white paper official ballots, See 
above. My count of plastic ballot wrappers showing a ballot count and ballots missing from 

th , e “ m ^ ates that 32 pa P er baliots were «sed. However, in the envelope bag-, there was a total 
ot 44 affidavit envelopes, indicating that 44 ballots were used. . 

.2 W Jf n 1 asked Ms - Mosely how the absentee and affidavit ballots were counted, she said 
that both absentee and affidavit ballots were counted at courthouse, not at the precinct on the 
night of the election. 


There was no voting machine tape indicating that these absentee and affidavit ballots 
were run through / scanned in a voting machines. 

After completing review of the paper ballots, I asked to see the voting machine tapes. 
The clerk gave me a blue canvas bag, sealed with a zip-tie. She cut the tie with scissors and 
mizipped the bag. Inside the bag was a white cardboard envelope box that was taped shut. Ms. 
Harden opened the cardboard box. Inside the box were receipt-type paper strips or tapes about 
one-mch wide and various lengths. They represented print-outs from the voting machines. On 
each strip was printed the name of the precinct, the voting machine number and various other 
numbers When I asked about any tallies of the voting machine counts, I was provided with 
printout,labeled “Summary for Jprccinct name]_, All Counters, All Races. Official Final 
Results. On these printed “Results” pages, I made notes of my review of the voting machine 
tapes. My notes are attached as Attachment 1. 

The following observations were made from my review of the voting machine tapes: 

- Apparently 66 voting machines were used, as Ms. Harden showed me plastic key cards 
for 66 machines. However, in the box there were^paper strip tapes from only 64 
machines. Two appear to have been lost.

Circuit Clerk Limits Stockstill came into our conference 
loom with a very formal letter on lop of his notebook. 1 could hardlv see it. but he made the 
mistake o telling me the day before he could not answer certain questions that were le<>ai in 
anyway. He sat the notebook down on the table and 1 was then able to see the formal letter wav 
from Butler Snow Law Firm!!! 1 tried to take a picture of the letter when he turned around but it 
did not turn out great. An election commissioner noticed I saw the letter and went quickh to pick 
't up and hand it to Mr. Stockstill, the Circuit Clerk. He never said a word about any of it. hut 1 
noticed Mr. Stockstill taking notes and checking some things off on the letter from Butler Snow. 

Upon reviewing the records. 1 found the following:

I was an authorized inspector entitled to examine the Simpson County election records 
related to the June 24, 2014 Republican Party primary runoff election for the United States 
Senate. Inspecting the election records at the Simpson County Circuit Clerk’s office on July 7 
and 8, 2014. with my fellow authorized inspectors. W. H. North. TTI and Michael Szkolnik I 
observed the following: 

CERTIFICATION OF RUNOFF RESULTS 

The June 24, 2014 Republican Party primary runoff election results were certified by the 
Simpson County Republican Party Executive committee on July 1, 2014. 


SECURITY OF BALLOT BAGS/BOXES 

There were 46 large blue canvas bags with a zipper top on the floor in the “Law Library” 
of the Simpson County courthouse, which is directly across the hall from the Circuit Clerk's 
office. The bags were placed on both side walls of the room and contained handwritten cards on 
each bag to show which precinct the bag was taken to on June 3, 2014 and on June 24, 2014. On 
the left side of the room were the Republican bags; on the right side were the Democrat bags. 
None of the bags were sealed upon our arri val on July 7, 2014, and they remained unsealed as of 
our departure. Our inspection found the following items contained in the hags: 

Voting machine tapes reflecting the vote count from the machines used in the 
precinct were contained in a clear plastic zipper bag; 

A large blue plastic zipper bag that was used to transport ballots; 

An empty medium sized blue zipper bag that was used for absentee ballots; 

A binder containing a list of eligible voters for each precinct; 

A collection of signature sheets that were signed by those w]k> voted; 

Blank affidavit ballots. 

Unused blank ballots. 

Instructions for the precinct manager and a training manual in a binder. 
Miscellaneous supplies for use at the precinct. 

Missing from the ballot bag were ballot, inventory/accounting receipts, absentee and affidavit 
ballots, and the precinct manager's certification. 
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SECURITY OF ELECTION MATERIALS 

The procedure used by the Simpson County Circuit Clerk in regards to the handling of 
ballot boxes/bags is as follows based on my conversations with Simpson County Deputv Circuit 
Clerk Barbara Sullivan and Ms. Betty Mangum on July 7, 2014. The ballot bags were filled with 
the required contents and taken to the polling places by certified precinct managers. Prior to 
being taken to the precinct, each ballot bag was sealed with a plastic seal and inside of the 
ballot bag there were placed two additional smaller bags also sealed. The bags inside are- (1) 
Regular ballots, computer memory card bag, and (2) Absentee Ballot bag. A total of 3 seals are 
used for each large bag. Each seal is logged in on a chain of custody form which is kept by the 
Secretary of the Republican Executive Committee, Betty Mangum. During our visit, the chain of 
custody form which reflects the seal numbers was not available. Betty Mangum said she keeps 
the forms at her house. Later in the day, Ms. Mangum brought the chain of custody forms to me 
and I noticed that there were several seal numbers reflected on the form. ILe seal numbers listed 
on the forms were the ongmal seal numbers that were placed on the bags prior to them being 
taken to the polls, and also the seal serial numbers for the seals placed on the bags when the poll 
closed for the day. The poll manager sealed the total of 3 bags using some of the spare seals that 
were placed in the large bag containing all of the materials and documents needed at the poll. I 
was told by Deputy Clerk Barbara Sullivan, that approximately 5 spare seals were always placed 
in each large bag prior to it being taken to the poll, so the poll manager would have sufficient 
seals to re-seal the bag before it is transported to the courthouse when the poll closes. 

It was noted that the ballot bags were all given to the precinct mana gers the day before 
the election. The chain of custody receipts reflected that precinct managers had the ballot bags 
with all of the contents needed for the election on June 23, 2014. Ms. Mangum said that this was 
their normal procedure. The usual procedure was further described as: after the election, the 
ballot bags are returned to the courthouse, the seals are removed and the contents, such as the 
computer memory card, affidavit ballots, and envelopes, and regular ballots are placed in a safe 
in the Election commission Office, which is located directly across the hall from the Circuit 
Clerk's office. Notably, when I asked to see the absentee ballots on July 1, 2014, a Mr. Richard 
Neely, who is a “technician'’ that works on election matters, told me he could not locate the 
absentee ballots in the safe where they are usually kept. Later in the day, the absentee ballots 
were located by Simpson County Republican vice Chair Ruby Ainsworth, on a shelf in the same 
room in which we were working (the Law Library room). Mr. Neely showed me the absentee 
ballots, but stated he could not find any of the envelopes for the affidavit ballots. The next day, 
July 8, 2014, the Interim Circuit Clerk, LuAnn Bailey, brought in the affidavit envelopes into the 
room. We were then able to review the Absentee/Provisional ballot envelopes once they were 
located. 

It was noticed that while we were working in the Law Library room, where ultimately, 
the Absentee ballots were found, a lady from the Tax Assessors off came into the room to do ’ 
some computer work since there is a cabinet with computer gear in the room. We were told by 
Deputy Circuit Clerk Barbara Sullivan that the other person visits the room periodically to work 
on the computer. Since there were absentee ballots in the room, sitting on a shelf, it is a security 
lapse that someone other than Circuit Clerk personnel had access to the room. There was no 
dead bolt lock on the door- just a single lock on the door, and others may have a key that allows 
them access to the mom when election material is in the room. The election material bags were 
not sealed nor numbered.

2014 Mr W ilson and I 
counted 50 illegal crossover votes and 17 questionable votes on the tallv hst/poll book Durhw 
the time of this inspection of the tally iists/poil books, the Circuit Clerk assigned a Ms. Smith to 
cover the birth dates as we looked at the pages and noted the 50 illegal crossover voles and 17 
other questionable votes. At my inspection on Tuesday, June 8. 2014. 1 noticed that the illegal 
crossover voters Mr. Wilson and I had seen on Monday, June 30. 2014 (while Ms. Smith 
watched us) had been stricken out in the June 3 box on the tally Jist/poJ] book where the word 
voted was written. This had happened since our Monday, June 30, 2014 inspection. Upon 
close examination. I saw that the handwritten word ‘Voted” in the June 3 box on the tallv iist/pofl 
book was in one particular type of pen ink but the strike out was with a different type of pen ink. 
It appeared to us there were at least 4! instances ofthe.se strikeouts.

I. Paula Rodriguez, am over 18 years of age and am competent to testify to the facts 
herein stated. 


I was an authorized inspector entitled to examine the Sunflower County election records 
related to the June 24, 2014 Republican party primary runoff election for the United States 
Senate. I inspected the election records at the Sunflower County Circuit Clerk's office on 
Monday, July 7, 2014, and Tuesday, July 8, 2014. When we first arrived on July 7, we were told 
that we had to wait for Sharon McFadden, the Circuit Clerk, to get there. We were not able to 
start work until 10:00 a.m. Then, after lunch, we waited for an hour before finding out that Ms. 
McFadden had asked Ms. Betty Davis (a clerk) to work with us. We did net return to inspecting 
records until 2:00 p.m. 

Present on June 7, 2014were authorized McDaniel inspectors. Baird Moor. Charlie 
Rodriguez, and Paula Rodriguez. Also present was Cochran representative Walter Pitts. County 
Party Chair Gene Hill (left at noon and did not return), newspaper reporter (did not slay very 
long), Cochran representative Lindsey Andrus (came in the afternoon, left and came back). 

None ot these folks had credentials. They said they had them in their car, but “it didn't have their 
name on it.” They did not take any notes but did ask for a copy of our notes, which we did not 
give them. As we went through the tally lists/poll books, Mr. Pitts sat on one side of the clerk 
and we (McDaniel inspectors) sat on the other side. 

Present on July 8, 2014 were authorized McDaniel inspectors. Char ie Rodriguez, Paula 
Rodriguez, and Baird Moor. Cochran representatives Walter Pitts, Lindsey Andrus, John 
Brashier. and Tammy Ward were also there. They did not lake notes. They stood or sat behind 
us. The newspaper reporter and young man from the Circuit Clerk's office looked over our 
shoulders when they were in the room.The Circuit Clerk was not there on June 8. Also present 
was a newspaper reporter and a young man from the Circuit Clerk's office. These people came 
and went at various times. They did not offer credentials, nor were they asked for them by the 
Deputy Clerk. 

On July 8, Lindsey Andrus asked to see my notes from the day before. 1 did not show 
them to her and told her that she was there yesterday and was welcome to look over my shoulder 
yesterday and also that day. She made comment that there was not room and I said they would 
make room for her. She did not move to take us up on our offer. 

On July 8 when a newspaper reporter was looking over my shoulder. 1 told him that I 
didn't think he was supposed to be there. Mr. Pitts spoke up and said, “Why can't he be here?” 
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and J replied that he did not have authorization. Mr. Pitts asked me if I had authorization and I 
told him. “Yes.” He asked me where it was and 1 told him Ms. Sharon McFadden made a copy 
of it. He said then, referring the newspaper reporter. “Oh. Well, Austin can give him 
authorization. Do you want me to get Austin on the phone and you can argue with him?” 

While in our presence, the Circuit Clerk, Ms. McFadden, called someone in the Attorney 
General's office to ask about covering birth dates of voters in the tally lists/poll books and about 
the sign-in sheets. She then told us that we could not see the birth dates in the tally lists/poll 
books and we could not copy the sign-in sheets. (We had not asked to copy the tally lists/poll 
books, but apparently the Cochran representative had.) Ms. McFadden held a ruler over the birth 
date column in the tally lists/poll books as we went through them. 

When we asked Ms. McFadden about seeing the sign-in sheets, she said that she had 
already told us we could not see those because of what the person in the Attorney General's 
office had said. We made notes of what happened and continued with our work. 

Mr. Gene Hill, County' Party Chair, said he would not be surprised i f there were 
irregularities. Mr. Walter Pitts, Cochran representative, spoke often about :he irregularities 
found in the Ruleville North Precinct tally list/poll book. He made comments such as, “About 
60% of the entries had irregularities” and “That poll worker should be fired.” Ms. Lindsay 
Andrus, Cochran representative, said that when she went to vote on June 3, there was no signage 
to indicate which primary a person was signing in to vote for, so people who wanted to vote in 
the Republican primary were signing in for the Democratic party and then when they realized 
their mistake, the poll workers were crossing out their names in the Democratic primary tally 
lists/poll books. 

SECURITY OF THE BALLOT BAGS/BOXES 

We were presented two cardboard boxes containing the ballots from the elections. One 
cardboard box was for June 3 election material, and the other for the June 24 Republican runoff 
elections materials. The 2 boxes were “sealed” merely with packing tape, going across the width 
and length of the box. There were no markings on the tape. The date of the election was written 
on the top of each box. We asked what date the boxes were “sealed" but the Circuit Clerk did 
not know'. The Precinct ballot envelopes inside the cardboard boxes were not sealed and were 
closed with a clasp. 

RECORD ALTERATIONS 

Fellow inspectors Baird Moor and Wesley Wilson made an inspection of election records 
on June 30, 2014, under a public records request. At that time, they found 30 crossover votes 
indicated on the tally lists/poll books, and 17 other questionable votes. However, upon our 
inspection of those same tally lists/poll books on July 7, 2014. there was 41 apparent crossover 
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votes where the word “voted" in the June 3 box had been lined through, that were not there on 
June 30. 2014.

2014 Republican part) primary runoff election for the United 
States Senate. 

1 inspected election records from the June 24 th Republican party primary election at the 
Yazoo County Courthouse on Monday. July 7. 2014 and Tuesday. July 8. 2014. 

We arrived at the Yazoo County Courthouse shortly after 9:00 a.m. on July 7. 2014. We 
went to the Voter Registration office and introduced ourselves. We were directed to the waiting 
area where we met Ms. Janis Lane, also with the McDaniel campaign. Bob Bailey. Cochran 
representative, came in next. Three Election commissioners. Claude Collum, Sylvia Vandevere. 
and Virginia (Gigi) Mathews, came from the elevator from the third floor. We went to a room on 
the first floor that was called “Election Central." When we asked Mr. Collum whose desk was in 
this room he said that Circuit Clerk Robert Coleman used that area sometimes. We were joined 
by a fourth election commissioner. Jerry Alexander, and a second Cochran representative. 
Thomas Wetzel. 

“Election Central" contained a desk, a work table, several chairs, assorted office 
furniture, and shelves. J'he ballot boxes were located in this room. They were all sealed. The 
absentee ballot envelopes and applications were in a separate cardboard box on a shelf. They 
were not sealed. 1 he provisional ballot envelopes were in a stack on a corner of the desk . Also 
on the desk was a tape from a voting machine. That voting machine was standing on the floor 
next to the desk. We were told that the machine had malfunctioned during the election and that 
the poll workers were unable to get it to print a tape from it. 

We were told that the Circuit Clerk Coleman was out of town all week in training. Ms. 
Mathews checked with the personnel in Mr. Coleman's office and told us that the training will be 
Wednesday through Friday and that Mr. Coleman was taking Monday and Tuesday as personal 
days. He did not designate an assistant clerk to represent him in his absence. The commissioners 
told us that they would be assisting us. (They could not open the safe to let as see any of the 
absentee ballots or the provisional ballots.) They further told us that we could not see any 
personal information, including birth dates or social security numbers, without authorization 
from the Circuit Clerk, who was unavailable. Mr. Coleman did return on July 8. He stayed in the 
office where we were working for a few minutes, then left. We did not see him again. 

One of the election commissioners opened the first precinct box (Precinct 1-1). It 
contained supplies, the machine tapes, other computer supplies, the voter sign-in sheet, and the 
provisional v oter sign-in sheet. The poll books were not in the box. The election commissioners 
told us that the poll books were upstairs in a locked room and that we would need to go upstairs 
to look at the poll books. They also suggested that we start with the poll books, which we did. 
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There w ere no chain of custody documents other than the receipt sheet showing that a 
poll worker checked out the ballot box and checked it back in to the clerk's office. Thus there 
were no documents show ing custody of the poll books, absentee ballots, or provisional ballots 
alter the ballot box was returned to the courthouse. Ms. Mathews did have a legal pad on which 
were recorded the seal numbers each time a box was opened and resealed. The boxes had been 
opened and resealed at least once before we arrived. 

We went to the second floor and reviewed the poll books. This took the better part of July 
7. 2014. The Precinct 1-1 box remained open in the locked office while we were reviewing the 
poll books. We were told that only the Circuit Clerk and Mr. Collurn have keys to this office. 

Late in the afternoon we returned to the first floor office and began to inspect the ballot boxes. 
This task was completed on July 8. 2014. 

We were unable to compare the names on die absentee ballot envelopes with the poll 
books, since they were on two different floors. When we asked about obtaining vote totals from 
June 3 and June 24. Ms. Mathews replied that these are a matter of public record and w e could 
get them from Mr. Coleman's of fice. We presented a list of five names from die obituary book 
and asked what precinct they are in so that we could check against the absentee ballots and poll 
books. Ms. Mathews took the book and left the room. She returned a short lime later with notes 
on the book (in italics below):

I inspected the election records at the Chickasaw County Circuit Clerk's office on 
Monday. July 7. 2014. with my fellow authorized inspectors. Kathy Glover and Judd Ward. We 
met with primary clerk Cassandra Pulliam to Circuit Clerk Sandra N. Willis, who was out on 
medical leave. 

TALLY LIST/POLL BOOK - The method used in Chickasaw County was Tally 
List/Poll Book Swap procedure wherein they used the actual Democratic pot books from the 
June 3 primary 


POLL WORKER PROCEDURES. Poll workers in Precinct fj 1 Anchor actually used 
black sharpie markers across some of the space in the column headed June 24, which for those 
who voted in the election, that same space would have been utilized to write "voted” in the space 
for the listed voter, had that voter actually voted in the election. Upon questioning. Pulliam 
stated that in order to prevent crossover voting, the clerks in the office had done this to indicate 
to the poll workers that the voter was ineligible to vote in the runoff election, because they had 
already voted in the June 3. 2014, democratic primary. 


The County used the same poll workers from the June 3 election for the June 24 runoff. 

BALLOT BOXES. All the Ballot Boxes were sealed and re-sealed in my presence by 
Clerk Pulliam. They all had a plastic blue tag with metal loop lock and we obtained all of the 
seal numbers for every box. 

CHAIN OF CUSTODY. There was no broken Chain of Custody for any box. 

INTERRUPTION OF PROCESS AND FOIA. On June 8, 2014, a reporter for the 
Chickasaw Journal barged into our meeting in the Jury- Room and exhibited hostile behavior. 
Alter identifying himself he began interrogating me. asking me my name and who 1 was working 
for. I refused to give him my name and asked him if he was properly credentialed to be in the 
room with the election materials. He said he was a public official and could go anywhere he 
pleased. He made notes that I was working for the McDaniel campaign and acted angry that f 
would not give him my name. While this was going on, the Deputy C ircuit v Jerk Pulliam sat in 

1 
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her chair, with her head sort ot"bowed, looking embarrassed. As soon as the reporter realized 
that I was not going to give him any information, he started in on Judd. I left the room to call 
Gary Chesser, so 1 cannot attest to the conversation that took place while ! was out of the room. 

I was still on the phone with Gary Chesser when 1 returned to the room. Gaty told me to tell 
Judd not to answer any questions. The reporter wanted to know who 1 was ta king to. so 1 
handed him my phone so he could talk to Gary. When he realized that there would be no more 
answers forthcoming from me or Judd, he said, ‘This is going to look real good for .wall's 
campaign.” and left the room. Wc asked that the Clerk lock the door, which she did. A while 
later that same reporter returned, knocked on the door, identified himself, and handed the Clerk a 
Freedom of Information Request (copy attached).

I was an authorized inspector entitled to examine Leake County election records related 
to the June 24. 2014 Republican Party primary runoff elect ion for the United States Senate! 
inspected the election records at the LeakeCounty Circuit C lerk s office on Monday. July 7. 
2014. Circuit Clerk Kathy Henderson was on duty on the day of inspection, but she was not in 
the room during the opening and inspection of ballot box £ I. In attendance at our inspection 
were Linda Sanders. Election Commissioner District 4. and Diane Grundy Election 
Commissioner District I. LeakeCounty. 

We waited for approximately 45 minutes to an hour for someone from the Cochran camp 
to show up. as they had emailed the Circuit Clerk that they would he there. During that time, 
several calls were made to the Cochran campaign by the Circuit Clerk to ask them where their 
people were. Finally, the two Election Commissioners decided to let us get started. 

The first thing thev brought us was a feider with print outs of the vote tallies from each 
precinct. 1 made notes of each of those while Johnnie Nelherland called then out to me. I inda 
Sanders asked what else we needed. We told her we would need the ballot boxes and the poll 
books. Both the Election Commissioners left and came back rolling 1 chairs, each holding a box 
We made notes of the boxes. 

\y e vvere presented onlv these two boxes into which all the election documents and 
materials from all the precinct ballot boxes had been comingied for ail precincts. No separate 
ballot boxes were available for each precinct. The two boxes were sealed. 

SIGNATURE SHEE TS 

We were told that there were sign in sheets for voters, however, these were not in either 
of the two boxes and although we asked several limes they were not made available to us. 


VOTING MACHINE BALLOT CANISTERS 

At about 10:45 a.m. Linda Sanders cut the seal of the first box which contained the 
canisters from every voting machine from every precinct in the Leake Courty June 24“ 
Republican primary run-off election. They removed them and counted them. There were 35 
instead of the expected 38. They determined 3 were missing. Of the 35 ballot canisters 4 had 
issues with the seals either being voided or so improperly placed that the canisters were 
essentially unsealed altogether. 
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Diane Grundy and Donna Rawson, Election Commissioner District 2, returned after 
about 45 minutes with the 3 missing canisters in hand, along with Kathy He iderson. They 
reported that they were ’’downstairs still with the printer" and were from West Carthage precinct 
in District 3. One of the 3 recovered canisters was unused, and one was so improper!} sealed 
that is was not sealed at all. 

Linda and Diane put al! of the canisters back in the box with the problematic canisters on 
top.We discussed that we needed to open them to see which precincts they were from and how 
many ballots they held, but they would not allow that. 

Kathy Henderson, CC had left and come back and stated that she had spoken to Phil 
Carter at the Attorney General's office and he told her we could take no pictures of any kind, 
whether inside or outside of ballot boxes, and also that we could not view the poll books. 

The poll hooks were wheeled in on a chair and were contained in a white cardboard box 
with no lid. 

At i 1:37 a.m. Jordan Russell Thad Cochran’s communications director came in and 
introduced himself, saying he was just there to watch. We discussed inspect ng the poll books 
after lunch, and broke for lunch just before noon. The room was locked and the only key to that 
room was w ith Linda Sanders, who promised to wait until we all got back to unlock the room, 
and she did. 

COMMINGLED BOX 2 

After lunch, about 1:15 p.m. Linda Sanders broke the sea! on the second box. All 
absentee ballots, applications, and envelopes, affidavit ballots, along with unused ballots from all 
the Leake County voting precincts were contained in the box. We began examining the contents. 

Circuit Clerk Kathy Henderson w as not in the room during the opening of the second 
box. but she was in/out of the room during the investigation of the contents. In attendance were 
Linda Sanders. Election Commissioner District 4. and Diane Grundy Election Commissioner 
District 1. 

Linda Sanders and Diane Grundy assisted us in going through the absentee and affidavit 
ballots. They removed the ballots; passed me the envelopes and applications to inspect, then 1 
would record and pass them back. 

Next we began inspection of poll books precinct by precinct, record ng irregularities and 
illegal crossovers,We finished up at approximately 6:30 p.m. 

At that time, we asked again to view inside the canisters so we could record the precinct 
and number of ballots in the 5 problematic ballot canisters. They did not allow that. We watched 
them re-seal the boxes, and w e concluded our inspection - of those documents we w ere allowed 
to see.One of the absentee ballots that 1 wrote up to challenge was Kathy Henderson's son. His 
absentee ballot application was not signed.

SECURITY OF BALLOT BAGS/BOXES 

Because the contents of the precinct ballot boxes were commingled into two boxes, we 
were not shown the status of the precinct ballot boxes. 

I he boxes we were shown were sealed. Yet even though they were sealed, three voting 
machine ballot canisters were left outside these boxes and unattended. 

CHAIN OF CUSTODY 

We asked for Chain of Custody documentation. We took notes of seven breaks in the 
Chain of Custody. Fannie Mae Jones, Election Commissioner District 3 came up to speak w ith us 
regarding the broken chain of custody and the three (3) lost, then recovered, canisters in her 
district. She explained the chain of custody issue was clerical error, and assured us that although 
the three ballot canisters were not in the sealed ballot box with the others, that they were kept in 
a room that was locked when they were not there.

POLL BOOK / TALLY LIST 

At the front of each June 24 Republican runoff poll book from each precinct is a list of 
the voters from the June 3 Democratic primary. A separate list ot those who voted in the 
Democratic primary via absentee ballot was also included. We used the lists in the front ol each 
book to cross reference with those who voted in the Republican runoff. The Leake County poll 
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hooks were not included in the contents of the only 2 sealed ballot boxes kept b\ the Circuit 
Clerk. Poll books were all kept in a white open top cardboard box which the election 
commissioners Sanders and Grundy reported were kept in a room that is locked when they arenot 
there. 


The poll books were white three-ring binders, one for each of the 19 precincts in Leake 
Count). When we requested to see them, initially, we were told that Phil Carter at the Attorney 
General's office advised them not to let us see them. Later, they said we could see them hut 
could not photograph or make copies. Of course, we agreed and they wheeled them to us on a 
chair in a white cardboard open-top box. As we went through each poll book, we found a total of 
10 votes that should he challenged There were 5 obvious illegal crossover votes and 5 
irregularities.

I was an authorized inspector entitled to examine the Madison County election records 
related to the June 24. 2014 Republican party primary- runoff election for United States Senator. 
Inspecting election records at the Madison County Circuit Courthouse from Monday. July 7. 
2014 through Monday. July 14. 2014. 1 observed the following. 


Our inspection team arrived at the Circuit Clerk's office at 9:00 a.m on July 7 2014. 
consisting of Don Tulios. Renee' Lambert. Dot Ward, and myself. Circuit Clerk Lee Westbrcok 
came out of her office and instructed us to wait in the lobby until the Cochran representatives 
arrived Each member of the McDaniel team was asked to show their indiv idual credentials 
certifying them to inspect the records. The Cochran team simply presented a blanket letter and 
one member simply provided a business card as a credential. 


Westbrook escorted the groups to the Audit Room and unlocked it to admit everyone. 
Once the teams had made their way inside. Westbrook started the inspection by saying she wouk 
provide one poll book a. a time for inspection. The poll books were stacked m the comerol the 
room The process was verv time consuming and almost all the poll books had issues. The pcII 
book for Precinct 107 was particularly problematic. Throughout the first day. Westbrook stated 
many times that the inspection needed to be finished by 5 p.m. on Tuesday because she was 
eoing to a convention on the C oast on Wednesday. 


On Tuesday . JuK 8, the teams reconvened and Don Tulios and Melody Miller continued 
to work on the poll book for Precinct 107. with Harriet Ashley assisting them. At noon, they 
were relieved by Renee' Lambert and myself. We continued to work on Precinct 10 / and 
finished it and the other poll books at approximately 5 p.m. 

On Wednesday. July 9. Westbrook started the inspection by instructing an assistant to 
brine some large manila envelopes into the room. The envelopes were unsealed and appeared to 
have been sliced opened with some type of blade. 1 he previous seal was white tape with red 
writing on it. Westbrook removed the contents of each envelope one at a time for every one s 
review. Located inside the envelopes were the following items: 

• Absentee envelopes, both opened and rejected 

• Physically disabled envelopes 

• Military envelopes 

• Applications for absentee ballots 

• Applications for disabled ballots 

• Broken red plastic sea! labs 
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Our inspection of these materials continued until midday when ever, one recessed for the day. 

On Thursday, June 10. the inspection resumed at noon. Deputy Clerk Ann .tones 
supervised on this day. Don Tullos. Kay Skipper. Brinkley Branch, and i made up the inspection 
team. The day consisted of a continuation of inspection of the unsealed manila envelopes one by 
one until the meeting recessed around 5 p.m. After the meeting, many commented how much 
more amicable Jones was to the inspectors than Westbrook. 

On Friday morning. July 11, the inspection resumed w ith Ann Jones still supervising. 

Kay Skipper. Renee' Lambert. Don Julios, and Dot Ward began the day. and I relieved Dot 
Ward when she had to leave. The inspection of the unsealed manila envelopes was completed. 
Jones then brought in a red metal box and unlocked it. The inspection team saw ballots inside. 
Jones quickly locked the box and stepped outside, followed by the inspection team. Jones 
returned a few minutes later stating Westbrook had given permission to open the metal box for 
review. Inside were the affidavit ballot envelopes. We inspected those and the metal box was 
closed and sealed again. 


The inspection then turned to red bags lor each precinct. I'hese generailv contained the 
following items: 

• Office supplies 

• Posters 

• Tape 

• Empty 3 ring binders 

• Broken plastic intah seals 

• Poll manager guide 

• instructions for opening and closing the polling place 

None of the bags w ere sealed, in a few of the bags, there were voter signature/receipl books, 
both filled in and blank. For many precincts, the signed signature books were missing Manv of 
the red bags also contained blank ballots, which should have been returned from the precincts in 
sealed ballot bags. By 5 p.m.. only 23 red bags had been finished. The inspection was recessed 
until Monday morning. 


On Monday morning. July 14. Circuit Clerk Westbrook was supervising and stated that 
the inspection would start with the machine receipt tapes. She explained that due to court cases 
in the building, there were too many people in the hails and she did not want to drag out the large 
supply bags. The inspection of the machine tapes was completed in the afternoon, and the red " 
bag inspection was resumed. However, many of the signed voter signature/receipt books were 
still missing, as we had only been able to review seven, none of which had been stored in a 
sealed ballot box/bag. 


Finally, three open top blue bags were brought in from another room, inside each were 
machine tapes, supervisor cards, and other items poll workers brine back from the polls 
including three of the missing voter signature books. These were impeded, bringine our total to 
1 0 voter signature/receipt books inspected. " w 
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One of the Cochran representati ves. a Mr. Gregory, was admitted to the room be 
Westbrook without a McDaniel representative and called out the precinct numbers that he 
claimed had voter signature/receipt books sitting in the open tote baas. He called out I 5 precinct 
numbers, specifically Precincts 418. 520. 416. 419. 522. 523. 4 i 7. 527. 525. I 13. 4II. 314. 526 
407. and 524. although 527 had already been brought out and examined. No one from either side 
was able to inspect these books, however. 

SECURITY/INTEGRITY OF BALLOTS/BOXES 


Affidavit ballots from all the precincts were commingled and placed together in a 
separate red metal box rather than being stored w ith the precinct ballot box/baa Absentee 
ballots were stored separately in brown manila envelopes by precinct, but these ballots were not 
in sealed precinct ballot boxes/bags when presented for our inspection.

We were able to inspect 3 of these bags, and the 
existence of the other 15 was only known by Mr. Gregory , a Cochran representative, entering the 
room where they were stored and calling out the precincts whose ban contained a book If Mr 
Gregory is correct on the 15 he called out to the group, that leaves 2>reemets where the signed 
voter signature books are missing and remain unaccounted for.

I, Pat Nozinich, am over 18 years of age and am competent to testify to the facts herein 
stated. 

I was an authorized inspector who was entitled to examine the Marshall County election 
records related to the June 24, 2014 Republican Party primary runoff election for the 
United States Senate. 

I inspected the election records at the Marshall County Circuit Clerk’s office on Monday, 
July 14, 2014, with my fellow inspectors Charlotte Dohner and Katina Vastlik, and 
returned as the lone McDaniel inspector on July 15, 2014. 

During my inspection, I noted the following: 

CERTIFICATION OF RUNOFF RESULTS: Date of Certification of Runoff Results by 
County GOP Executive Committee: July 3, 2014 

SECURITY/INTEGRITY OF BALLOT BOXES AND MATERIALS: Encoder cards and 
keys were found in all of the ballot boxes. The Clerk noted that these items were not 
supposed to be returned in the ballot box. Machine tapes containing printouts of vote 
totals were missing from the N. Holly Springs 1 ballot box. In Mt. Pleasant, Chulahoma, 
and Potts Camps, none of the canisters were sealed. 

CHAIN OF CUSTODY: The boxes were resealed by the clerk after our review was 
completed. The Clerk declined my request to obtain copies of the log, by precinct of 

those who signed that recorded placement/removal of seals. The chain of custody was 
verified, 

METHOD OF IDENTIFYING CROSSOVERS: Poll workers for the 6/24 runoff used the 
Democratic poll books that had been used to record votes of those casting ballots in the 
6/3 Democratic primary. The workers were told to write “Rep.” in the heading of the 
6/24 column at the top of each page of the Democratic poll book as a reminder that 
those voting on 6/24 must not have voted Democrat on 6/3. Some precincts did this but 
others did not. Some completely left off the “Rep.” heading, while others only labeled 
some pages. One precinct wrote “Rep.” in the box to indicate a vote. 

SECURITY OF TALLY LIST/POLL BOOKS: On the first day of my observation, the 
Circuit Clerk offered to provide redacted poll book pages identified by the Clerk’s office 
to have crossover votes. I told Clerk that we had been instructed to see the original 
books, and was able to view the Democratic poll books on the second day. The 
Republican poll books were not provided and not reviewed. 
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ABSENTEE BALLOTS: The Clerk advised that, if poll workers marke d the absentee 
ballots as accepted or rejected on the Republican Absentee Ballots Received Report, 
they were not required to record the names on the Voter Register, in most instances’ 
these reports were marked and were included in the ballot boxes. No absentee ballots 
were rejected by the workers. The Clerk stated the poll workers were the "sole 
determiners" of acceptance or rejection and they based that on the signature of the 
voter and the witness. On most of the absentee ballots executed in this Circuit Clerk’s 
office, a deputy clerk listed her name as the person before whom the voter was sworn 
but the attesting signature was that of Lucy Carpenter, Circuit Clerk. Carpenter said the 
deputy clerks were allowed to sign her name as long as they wrote their name below 
hers, indicating they had signed on her behalf. I pointed out to her that the deputy 
clerks had not followed that protocol. She indicated she did not see a oroblem, 
but would discuss it with the deputy clerks and have them follow protocol in the future. 
When we opened the Hudsonville 2 ballot box, it was found to contain the absentee 
ballots for Mt. Pleasant 2. The Clerk advised the absentee ballots were placed in the 
wrong box in error by the election commission following its certification process. The 
Clerk added an explanatory note to the two ballot boxes. The Mt. Pleasant absentee 
ballots were returned to and sealed in the Mt. Pleasant ballot box upon completion of 
the review of the ballot box for that precinct. All reviewers from both the McDaniel and 
Cochran teams were present during this process. No objections were raised. The 
absentee ballots have the name of their respective precincts printed at the top of each 
ballot.

ILLEGAL: W. Holly Springs precinct had many issues with their poll books. Numerous 
entries in the 6/3 column of the Democratic poll book were marked out in ink, initialed 
with what appears to be TJ , and then marked “voted" in the 6/24 column, indicating a 
vote was cast in the runoff. The entries were so numerous that even the Circuit Court 
Clerk remarked at the large number of incidents. 121 voters voted in the 6/3 
Democratic primary. 47 voted in the 6/3 Republican primary. Of those 47, 30 voted for 
Cochran, 14 for McDaniel, and 3 for “3d guy". 98 voters cast a ballot in the 6/24 runoff 
with 66 votes going to Cochran and 32 to McDaniel. Additional votes cast in the 6/3 
Democratic primary were scratched out and votes recorded in the 6/24 runoff for the 
following precincts: Byhalia 3, Hudsonville 2, N. Holly Springs 2 N Cayce 2 S Holly 

Springs 5, Wall Hill 4, Warsaw 4, Waterford 5, Watson 4 

All persons voting in the Chulahoma 4 precinct and N. Cayce 2 precinct had “Rep ” 
written in the 6/24 column to indicate they voted rather than having “voted” written in the 
column.

I was an authorized inspector entitled to examine the Oktibbeha County election records 
related to the June 24,2014 Republican Party primary runoff election for the United States 
Senate. During my inspection of the election records at the Oktibbeha County Circuit Clerk’s 
office on Monday, July 7,2014, and Tuesday, July 8, 2014,1 observed the following: 

We were told we would not be given full access to the poll books used during the primary 
and runoff elections. We were not given access to data related to the June 3 rd primary. As for 

the June 24 th runoff, we were told we would be allowed to look at names in these books, but not 
date of births. 

Whereas we were told there was a process in the precincts for preventing ‘-cross-over” 
voting, none of the ballot boxes contained any written record documenting this. We were told 
there were two processes: 1) writing “D’ in the Republican book by the names of people who 
had voted in the Democrat primary, 2) smaller precincts were told to have bath sets of books in 
front of poll workers sitting next to each other so they could check the vote. No documentation, 
poll books or other, was in the ballot boxes. We were told that several boxes accidentally had 
poll books put into them after the election was over, but these books were removed at a time 
after the election. As best as I could tell, the poll books had no chain of custody. 

Additionally, we were told the information (perhaps a binder or other collection of 
records) concerning the number of absentee ballots, which were mailed out, was under the 
deputy’s control (i.e., she’d put it somewhere but no one knew exactly wher; and there was no 
attempt to locate it), but that she was on vacation due to a recent death in the family. Therefore, 
the numbers of absentee ballots were not going to be something we could learn at this time. 

CERTIFICATION OF RUN-OFF RESULTS 

All Oktibbeha precincts were certified on July 2,2014 by the county 'TOP Executive 
Committee.

1 inspected the election records at the Harrison County Circuit Clerk's office on 
Monditv. July ?, Tuesday . July % arid Wednesday 9. 2014. Also present were Paul Boudreaux. 
Phil Harding and Gayle Parker. Circuit Clerk. 

At approximate!* 9id0 am oil juiv 2. we entered the Circuit CiOIk s ottice wheie we were 
greeted bv the Clerk She said drey reserved the Civil Defense conference room for the entire 
week. We were told there would be two representatives from the Cochraa campaign in the room 
with us. She indicated only two McDaniel people would he in the room, but we could check 
with Cochran reps to see if it would be ok with them if we had more than two people. Gayle said 
she was coonerating fully and all the materials should he in the conference room and offered us 
coffee. She said we could go in at Wwj am 

At <J;?5 am. people were outside the door waiting. A maintenance man was trying to get 
•he door unlocked. They went in the back door to the room. A woman went to get the Clerk, 
the door unlocked but we were stud wailing at 9.42. Finally, at 9:4? am- we were let in the 
board room with Ms. Parker and employee Jill Moran. Ihc Clerk still insisted there could only 
he 2 people in the room for McDaniel. We asked to see the statute they quoted. She snic she 
had something from the Secretary oi State's c:f:ce. 

The Clerk had a list of seal numbers. She gave as a copy. We also got a copy of 
certification of election and a list of absentee names. She insisted wc only had 5 days to work, 
from July ?-11. She said although the statute says “not a roomful of people, she was going i;> 
limit it to 2“ and we could call the Attorney General’s office if needed. She asked me "Are >a li 
gonna do all 82 counties'*' That’s a'btg undertaking Then she said, "t ni surprised the olhei side 
is noi here. 

A Cochran representative. Sophie. arrived later. She had credentials on her phone hut the 
Clerk asked for a signed copy. At 10:00 am. Paul told the Clerk that McDaniel attorneys said it 
,s okay for more than 2 people from McDaniel campaign to participate in the examination. Kelly 
Watson was also there from Gautier on behalf ot McDaniel campaign. Ihc Clerk continued m 
dcr.v Kelly- s participation. She said Phil Carter with the Attorney GeneraFs office said we could 
have 2 and that was being generous. Sophie s name was not on her credentials. The ( w:s oskvu 
her to handvvntc her matter address and phone number on her credentials. When done, the Clerk 
accepted Sophie’s credentials. 
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A: !2:HI as we prepared to stop Mr luneL the Cierk told according to the 

Secretary of State's office, we were m longer allowed to look at the pci! books. The clerk asked 
Sophie in front of us. after she had already asked us that same morning. "'Are they doing ail 82 
counties 1 ?’* and Sophie answered ‘‘Yes, Ma'am A The clerk said, *1 better to do it all at 
once A At 3:00 p.m.. also on Monday. Jul> 7. wc were told by the clerk dui the media would he 
allowed in. As 1 understood it from our instructions, there was to be nc media allowed. Wc 
were also told, contrary to our instructions, that we could not take picture? of the outside of the 
ballot boxes or seals. When Sophie asked me if we had found anything unusual the clerk said. 
"What they have to prove to go to court is fraud”. Sophie said. “Tm no expert, but it doesn’t 
look 'like they have anything.'* The clerk then said. ~Tm sure if they go to court, they’ll have to 
get the best experts in elections.’

Jennifer Smith from the clerk's office came in and said she was 
uoinc to have someone bring the absentee information over in the morning. Soon after we 
returned from lunch, however, a Hamsun county inmate brought in a rolling cart with about five 
P) blue supply bins full of orange canvas bags of absentee envelopes. Inspecting the envelopes, 
we found that many of them were from the June 3 Democratic primary. As we sorted ihe 
’ envelopes, we discovered many of them were empty and many more that had envelopes and 
applications inside were unsealed and-or unzipped. 

On Mondav. July ]4 r 2014. wc arrived m 8:00 am but were not allowed into the 
inspection room until shortly after 9:00 am. Our inspection was monitored by Mane Niolet of 
the Clerk's of}ice. 

Ms. Parker entered the room and 'aid since Phi: ua? war. he could get a 
eopv or the court otder a»d that we were- rso: allowed to view poll k*.»ks unti: *.hs bill is paid for 
redactions which were over S700.00. 

On Wedne s day, June 16. 2014. Ms. Parker came into the room with media press at 3:00 
pm. She slated they were going to "seal"' up the Signature Books "since that’s the way they were 
brought to her.*’ Every other evening they have been laid out or. the conference table overnight, 
unsealed. At 4:30 pm. Phi: Harding called to say Sharon Puncher was coming in the morning to 
voice transcribe- "illegal'* vote names into a recorder.

229 signatures in the signature book. There ar e no names of absentee voters in signature 
book. This poll book is full of irregularities, but we had the Deputy Clerk r andomly check the 
SEMS (State Election Management System) and found that all 3 votes we thought voted 
Democratic in the 6/3 primary actually voted Republican - these poll books are a mess. 

Precinct 109- New Popps Ferry 

Poll Book A-K had several pages where Sharpie marked had marked out voter dates of 
birth. We found l poll book that had numerous voter names and addresses marked out in black 
Sharpie. 

Precinct 205-1 Gulfport #4 

The precinct ballot bag was not sealed. Poll managers did not sign oa:h pages and did not 
sign either of the voter sign-in books or the affidavit sign-in book.

Zipper was not 
closed, but seal #9677660 was installed.

There were 2 empty orange bags delivered on 7/14, but no absentee envelopes or 
applications were available.

Bag contained a note saying the Poll Machine was shut down before absentee ballots ran 
opened / names checked off. Ballots to be counted. A second note from a Mary said count 
absentees tomorrow. There was also a pack of 100 unused ballots for the Long Beach #6 
Precinct, 2 marked ballots from the White Plains Precinct, one of which was marked "No 
envelope available for proper voting procedure, and signed by Robert V. Richardson. There 
were two sign-in books from Precinct 301-1 and Precinct 308-1 as ’.veil. One of the sign-in 
sheets from this precinct was missing. 

Precinct 312-1 Lone Beach #6 

Clerk unable to locate any applications or envelopes for this Precinct, and also unable to 
find any orange ballot bags for this Precinct 

Precinct 402-1 Gulfport #8 

A second batch of absentee information was delivered on 7/14. The bag was not sealed 
when we received it. All envelopes &applications are accounted for in this Precinct. 
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Precinct 404-1 Gulfport #13 

Received orange absentee ballot bag unsealed for these on 7/14/H; all envelopes and 
applications were accounted for on 7/18/14 and the bag sealed. 

Precinct 408-1 Gulfport #15 

Orange ballot bag with 2 absentee ballot envelopes & 1 application delivered on 7/14/14. 
The bag was not sealed.

Poll managers did not sign the oath page in any of the signature log books. Zipper 
broken on ballot bag.

Runoff, and neither bag was scaled. One contained 2 absentee ballot envelopes and applications 
for Magnolia Grove. The other contained 7 applications and 7 ballot envelopes (empty) from 
June 3 primary from Precinct 104-1 Biloxi Bay. 

Precinct 501-1 New Hope 

Poll book notation on June 24 column were checkmarks only, not the word "voted." Poll 
book notations on June 3 column had the word "voted." A 2-page addendum in this book that 
was names of people who were in wrong precinct book due to redistricting from Piecinct 316 to 
501: John R. Bogle, Michael A. Bogle, Bryan F. Rowe, Nonna D. Rowe. Initials on ballots in 
this box were WLM, MP, EAU. 107 unused ballots + 1 spoiled. We did not have any absentee 
applications or envelopes for this precinct. Signature books were not in the ballot bag.

Absentee ballot bag (orange) not sealed. 
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Precinct 503-1 Biloxi #11 

Absentee ballot envelopes and applications were not in ballot bag and were not provided, 
so there was no way to verify if there were any ballots rejected. Signaoire log for L-Z did not 
indicate absentee, but the last 25 names listed were all printed, apparently in the same 
handwriting. There were no indications that any absentee ballots were rejected.

ABSENTEE BALLOTS 

During our inspection, we discovered many precincts were missing absentee ballot 
applications and envelopes, specifically the following precincts: 104-1, 105-1, 107-1, 201-1, 
301-1, 311-1, 312-1, 315-1, 316-1, 401-1,405-1, 501-1, 503-1, 507-1, 508-1, 509-1, and 510-1. 
Phil Harding provided a list of these precincts to the Clerk with an inquiry as to the whereabouts 
of the materials. On July 17, 2014, Parker sent a letter saying “the Harrison County Circuit 
Clerk’s Office had no involvement in the sealing of the ballot bags or the cleaning oiU of the 
supply bags; we have no knowledge of the whereabouts of the requested information.” She 
recommended contacting the Republican Party since they were in charge of the Republican 
Runoff Election. 

On Tuesday, July 1, 2014, 1, Phil Harding, was at the Election Commission along with 
Bonnie Edwards, Mary Bankston, Frank Bordeaux, and Kent Alexander. The purpose of the 
meeting was to clean out the supply bins and sort out materials. 1 laid out absentee applications 
and envelopes on a table, but Mary Bankston instructed the people in the room to dispose of 
them. I witnessed absentee envelopes and applications being thrown n the trash. While there, 
they also located about 8 unopened provisional ballots that were tu ned over to Mary. The 
condition of these is unknown.

I, Grace Bea Harrison, am over 18 years of age and am competent to testify to the facts 
herein stated. 

I was an authorized inspector entitled to examine the Jackson County election records 
related to the June 24, 2014 Republican Party primary runoff election for tne United States Senator. 
Inspecting the election records at the Jackson County Circuit Clerk’s office on Monday, July 7, 

2014 and Tuesday, July 8, 2014,1 observed the following: 

CERTIFICATION 

The results were not certified until July 2, 2014. 

METHOD OF IDENTIFYING CROSSOVERS 

Joe Martin, Circuit Clerk of Jackson County, and Danny Glaskox said they did not swap 
books in the June 24 primary runoff. Instead, the Clerk printed for each precinct a list identifying 
persons who voted in the June 3, 2014 Democratic primary. Poll workers in the precincts were 
provided this list to use to check whether persons presenting to vote in the June 24 Republican 
primary runoff election had voted in the June 3 Democratic primary. 

SECURITY/INTEGRITY OF BALLOT BOXES/BAGS AND MATERIALS 

The precinct ballot boxes were blue canvas bags. Two of the bags had slots in the top that 
allowed access to the contents and were unsealed, though the bags did ha\ e a seal on the main 
opening zippers. All Affidavits ballots were commingled in a single bag that was sealed. Likewise, 
the Absentee ballots from all precincts were commingled in a single bag. The Affidavit envelopes 
from each precinct had rubber bands around them and were in a manila envelope with the ballots. 
Another bag contained all the voter signature/receipt books commingled from all the precincts. The 
cards for the voting machines were not in a blue bag, but were in a cardboard box with no lid in the 
processing room. While we were there, an inmate apparently doing work around the office had 
access to the room, as the door was left open. The tapes from the voting machines were in a clear 
plastic bag inside each precinct ballot bag. 

The signed voter signature/receipt books were stored together in a single, sealed bag, but not 
in their respective precinct ballot bags. After the memory card was removed from the machine, 
there were no seals across the memory slots, leaving them unlocked and open. The tally lists / poll 
books marked and used in the June 24 primary were not with the bags. Mr. Martin told us on the 
first day that the poll books were at the courthouse. However, he changed that statement a few days 
later to say that the poll books were at the Election Commission office with everything else. We 
were not allowed access to the original tally lists/poll books from the June 3 primary in order to 
examine for crossover voters. The June 24 runoff tally lists were in 3-ring binders by precinct. 
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Orange Grove Precinct 

• The Voter Signature/Receipt Book was in the Voter Receipt Book box, not in ballot 
bag, just as in all precincts. 

Eastlawn Precinct 

• List and Oath Sheets of Poll Workers was not included in the ballot bag. 1 had to 
request a copy from Danny Glaskox. 

Hickory Hills Precinct 

• Serial number of machine 268019 with machine number one (1) have a serial 
number and machine number conflict. 

• The machine tape for machine 1 has the same serial number as machine 3 

Red Hill Precinct 

• Two (2) sheets were found in the Absentee Bag that belonged in the Ballot Bag, the 
Ballot Tally Sheet and the Seal Tracking Form. 

St. Martin Precinct 

• No ballot receipt form 

• Poll Books for Democrats were newly printed and were not used on June 24 th . 

East Central Precinct 

• Dem. Poll Books were brand new copies. They were not originals used at the polls. 

Sue Ellen Precinct 

• In the box, the Book of Ineligible Democratic Voter listed 362. The Poll Books listed 
394 actually voted. There were 3 voters who had notation of switching to 
Republican Primary. These books showed different handwriting for those who 
“voted” and the corners of the pages were crumpled with S igns of actual use. The 
books appeared to have been used by the poll workers on June 24 runoff. 

Jefferson Street Precinct 

• Jefferson Street Precinct poll book pages were copies. No smudges from use. Books 
were not used on June 24 th . 
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Gautier Precinct 

• Gautier Precinct Poll Books were newly printed. No visible signs of usage on June 
24 th . 

• These poll workers were reported by various voters to me (Elea Harrison) that no one 
asked if they had voted on June 3 w'hen they said they were Democrats. Also, there 
were entries that were suspicious looking - ie, the voter above or below their name 
had voted in Democratic Primary. They had not. In many cases, the name of one 
spouse showed they had voted in the June 3 primary but not in the June 24 runoff. 
Then for the other spouse, the documents indicated they did not vote in the June 3 
primary but they did vote in the June 24 runoff. There were many such instances. 

• There are twelve (12) tapes for voting machines but records only show eleven (11) 
machines going out. 

• TSX Event Log, Serial #0297332 had a note saying “Machine not reading voter 
access cards.”

• Gulf Park Estate Poll Books were newly printed. No signs of usage on June 24 th . 

• Box/Bag inspection on the TSX Event Log there was “Did not print second tape -

• Absentee Ballot Report shows Carol Leake as rejected but Sheet Report shows this 
persons’ vote as being accepted.

Dear Mitch: 

On Monday August 4, 2014, I received a copy of your cover letter dated the same date, and one 
hard copy of your challenge notebook. Last evening, Tuesday August 5, I received links to your 
"verified" electronic copy of this roughly 300 page document, and I promptly forwarded these 
links to our 52-member State Executive Committee. Unfortunately most committee members so 
far have only been able to access the audio files, but have not yet been able to access the large 
challenge document file. 

As you know, Section 23-15-927 of the Mississippi Code entitled "Petition for Judicial Review" 
was amended in 2012 to provide that "a petition for judicial review must be filed within ten (10) 
days after any contest or complaint has been filed with an executive committee." (emphasis 
added). This means that any petition for judicial review must be filed in court by Thursday, 
August 14, 2014. This same section also provides that the filing of such a petition "shall 
automatically supersede and suspend the operation and effect" of any exe cutive committee 
action. 

The Mississippi Republican Party Bylaws require 7 days notice of any meeting of the State 
Executive Committee. Therefore, if we sent notice of a meeting today (even before most 
committee members have even been able to receive all of the evidence), the earliest we could 
have a meeting would be August 13, 2014. 

Since a petition for judicial review would by law terminate our committee's jurisdiction over this 
matter at the latest on August 14, 2014, this would afford our committee, at most, one day to at 
a minimum: 

1. consider and determine the proper procedural rules that should govern an unprecedented 
proceeding of this type; 

2. hear and vote on legal arguments regarding the timeliness of this challenge, see Kellum v. 
Johnson, 115 So. 2d 147 (Miss. 1959) (which appears to impose a 20 day time limit from the 
runoff to file a challenge); 

3. issue fiats to the various county executive committee chairmen across the state implicated 
by the challenge, have each committee investigate the complaint and return their findings to 
the chairman of the state committee; 

4. hear testimony from the potentially dozens of witnesses who have bee i named in the 
challenge; 

5. examine the wide variety of evidence cited in the challenge and presented by other 
interested parties; and 

6. finally, engage in proper deliberation and render a decision on the challenge. 


EXHIBIT 
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Obviously, it is not possible for our committee of 52 volunteers to attempt to engage in such an 
exercise in a prudent manner in one day . In fact, given the extraordinary relief requested of 
overturning a United States Senate primary in which over 360,000 Mississ ippians cast votes, 
the only way to ensure the integrity of the election process and provide a prudent review of this 
matter is in a court of law. The public judicial process will protect the rights; of the voters as well 
as both candidates, and a proper decision will be made on behalf of our Party and our State.
